“,. the design of industrial buildings, theatres,

public halls, large blocks of flats, garages, railway, 


stations and bridges, with their complex services for 
heating, lighting, ventilation, air-conditioning, crane 
equipment and acoustics, has become essentially the 
work of the structural engineer, the services of the 
architect being only required in regard to facial and 
internal decoration where these are needed.” 


The above sentence is extracted from the presidential 
address of Professor J. Husband to the Institution of 
Structural Engineers, an abstract of which is given 
elsewhere in this issue. We should like to think that 
the Professor was indulging in a little gentle leg-pulling, 
but the serious note running through a long and, on the 
whole, extremely interesting survey of engineering pro- 
gress, from the first glacial period to the present day, 
prohibits any such assumption. So we must take the 
Professor seriously. 


Apparently he has failed to grasp the fact that the 
basis of architecture is planning, a distinct art in itself, 
a lifetime study, in which few engineers have ever 
shown any particular competence.. How many present- 
day engineers are capable of designing, and giving 
architectural expression to, any of the types of building 
enumerated, excluding purely engineering structures ? 
Few indeed. And we must not blame them for any 
lack in this respect, because the nature of their training, 
their absorption in calculations’ and mechanics—in 
short, their very habit of mind—constitutes. a hindrance 
to the comprehensive view Which is so essential to good 
architectural planning and design. 


To suggest, as the Professor does, that because the 
engineer performs certain necessary services in the 
erection and equipment of buildings, he becomes ipso 
facto a more important person than the architect who 
conceives them (in effect, supersedes the architect), is 


to suggest what is manifestly inconsistent with the 


obvious facts. 


STEEL PRICES AND BUILDING CONSTRUCTION. 
THE recent announcement by the British Iron and 


Steel Federation that steel prices are to be main- . 


tained at their present level until the end of 1938—a 
period of fourteen months—will be received with reserve 
by the building industry. The effect of high steel 
prices, coupled with a limited output, on the building 
trade has already been referred to in these columns— 
an effect which is at least partially responsible for the 
increase in building prices and the drop in estimated 
“future ” building. 

We have seen Press comment to the effect that the 
Federation’s decision gives consumers of steel an assur- 
ance of stability. This is certainly true, but whatever 
virtue there may be in stability is not to be compared 
with the danger that may ensue from this unprecedented 
example of an industrial body being permitted to wield 
arbitrary power. As we understand the position, it is 
that though the peak of rearmament may shortly be 
reached, in which case there may be a falling market, 
certainly national and possibly international, steel 
prices are to be maintained, though without guarantee 
either as to output or to time of delivery. It may be 
thought that these vital subjects should have been 
fully discussed by the Federation with the trades most 
directly concerned before a decision was taken or 
announced. When it is remembered that fabricated

steel prices are quoted at or above 20 per cent. increase 
over those ruling two years ago, the gravity of this 
arbitrary step is the more fully seen. What effect 
this will have upon the building trade—an industry 
that has lately absorbed 35 per cent. of the steel output 
—remains‘to be seen. It may be that constructors will 
continue to make increased use of reinforced concrete 
framing and re-explore the possibilities of solid weight- 
bearing walls as cheaper and, in the circumstances, 
more speedy methods of construction for large buildings. 

Meanwhile, the British Iron and Steel Federation 
owes it to the steel-using industries to give the fullest 
information at its disposal of the probable output for 
1938, and what plans it proposes to make for ensuring 
speedy fulfilment of orders. 


_ OFFICIAL ARCHITECTURE. 


Tt was perhaps inevitable that the comments made 
by Mr. Goodhart-Rendel in his presidential address 
to the R.I.B.A. bearing upon the official branch of | 
professional practice, should arouse controversy, 
coming as they did from the leader of an organisa- 
tion containing many official architect members. We 
must say, however, that we thought his remarks 
were in no way antagonistic to this branch of his 
constituents, -his plea being rather for the public 
and private practice of architecture to be maintained 
in their proper places, than that either branch should 
seek to displacé the other. : 

In this aspect of the question his opinion coincides 
with the policy we have always advocated. We have’ 
maintained that there is a legitimate, though strictly 
limited, field of activity for the official architect with an 
intimate’ and particular knowledge of specialist work. 
At the same time it must be recognised that the private 
practitioner should be as little restricted in his sources 
of work as possible. 

We can only trust that when the present emergency 
passes, the flow of private work held up by the existing 
Government needs will be sufficient to absorb the excess 


labour which will inevitably come upon the market at 


that time. 


PLANNING TO AVOID INDUSTRIAL DEPRESSION. 


URING the resumed debate on the King’s Address 
last week, in the House of Commons, Sir Arthur 
Salter, speaking on trade conditions, said that, while he 
did not anticipate an imminent great depréssion, it 
was not premature to. be preparing for a depression 
which by all human experience must be expected at 
no very distant date. The armament expenditure was 
only retarding trade recession and must aggravate the 
intensity of the depression when it came. Sir Arthur 
then took the Government to task for the “regrettable 
delay in preparing public works to be undertaken by 
local authorities when necessity arose.” It was, he said, 
impossible to procrastinate and then satisfactorily ‘im- 
provise at the last moment. 


If no plan for the preparation of ‘‘ shadow schemes ” 
has yet been put into practice, it is not for want 
of suggestion on the part of the leaders of the building 
industry. If it be claimed that the Government’s 
attention has been concentrated on the rearmament 
problem, then we suggest that as—to judge by recent 
signs—that problem is nearing solution, the Government 
turns without delay to the problem of planning to avoid 
an industrial depression—a calamity which is not far 
removed in point of gravity from the peril of war.

Fishermen’s Cottages, Newlyn: 
The Minister’s Order. 

Tue Minister of Health, in a letter to 
the local Member, Mr. Beechman, has 
made known his decision on the applica- 
tion of the local council for demolition 
orders in respect of certain cottages in 
the Cornish fishing village of Newlyn. 
He writes that the effect of his decision 
on the area as a whole is that out of 157 
properties included in the orders sub- 
mitted, 23 will. be excluded altogether 
from the orders, 54 will be purchasable 
on the basis of their market value, and, 
of the remainder, he has directed that 
payments should be made in regard to 17 
houses as well-maintained houses. The 
decision will, the Minister believes, 
result in a scheme of development which, 
while removing properties which are 
definitely unfit for habitation, will also 
preserve the amenities and provide 
adequate accommodation for the fisher- 
men by the use of the cleared areas for 
rehousing.

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health of its occupants. In St. Ives, 
Cornwall, the problem has been solved 
to the satisfaction of both the artists and 
the advocates of progress. New houses 
have been put up which in every. way 
harmonise with the beauty of their sur- 
roundings. A number of houses which 
were charming in appearance, but which 
were built into the solid rock hill and had 
no windows or ventilation at the back, 
were pulled down, more space was 
allowed at the back, and out. of the 
original stone about half the number of 
houses were built in a similar design. On 
the Harbour, which is perhaps one of 
the most frequently painted scenes in the 
world, the Council has been able to 
ensure that when new buildings have 
been erected they should be in keeping 
and should preserve the irregular and 
quaint appearance so attractive to artists. 

This happy result has been achieved 
by the co-operation of the Council and 
the local Panel of Architects under the 
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the year 1936-37. These show that the 
Council’s total capital expenditure op 
housing up to March 31 last amounted to 
approximately £52,261,000, and that the 
net debt outstanding on that date was 
about £44,611,000. In addition, advances 
made by the Council under the Housing 
Acts and the Small Dwellings Acquisition 
Acts. to purchasers of their own houses 
amounted to approximately £5,350,000, the 
balance of advances outstanding at 
March 31 being about £1,742,000. 


The year’s working showed a net de. 
ficiency of -£1,415,000, of which about 
£1,166,000 was in respect of schemes under. 
taken by the Council, and £249,000 in 
respect of assistance to Metropolitan 
Borough Councils and private enterprise, 
a net increase of £108,000 over the corre- 
sponding figure for the previous year. Of 
this deficiency approximately £899,000 was 
borne by national funds, £506,000 by the 
Council’s rates, and £10,000 by contribu. 
tions from Metropolitan Borough Councils,

H-shaped in plan, and contains some 
original oak linen-fold panelling and 
stone fireplaces, is an interesting example 
of a secular building of the sixteenth 
century. It is said that Sir Thomas 
Sutton, the founder of Charterhouse, was 
among its first occupants, but this has not 
been verified. During the nineteenth cen- 
tury it was used as a school, one of the 
pupils being Bulwer Lytton. About fifty 
e years ago the house was bought by Lord 
Wenlock and presented to trustees for 
the use of the parish of St. John, Hack- 
ney. Since then it has been used as a 
club, etc., but the trustees now propose to 
erect new premises elsewhere in the 
district. 

The London Society .has_ already 
obtained £2,300 towards the cost (£2,500) 
of purchasing the property—£1,500 having 
been received from the National Trust for 
Places of Historic Interest or Natural 
Beauty, and £800 from other sources. On 
completion of the purchase the Society 
proposes to present the house to the 
National Trust for preservation. 


Preservation of the Peak: 
Sir William Rothenstein’s Address. 


SPEAKING at the opening of the “‘ Save 
the Countryside ’’ Exhibition at Sheffield 
on Saturday. Sir William Rothenstein, 
who has just been elected president of the 
Sheffield and Peak District branch of the 
C.P.R.E., said that, in the matter of build- 
ing houses, what was needed in England 
to-day was a great system of care in 
planning and of construction in decent 
taste, not necessarily zsthetically beauti- 
ful buildings, but seemly and efficient and

Development of the “‘ Stray,”’ Redcar, Yorks. 

The Corporation of Redcar, Yorks, 
invites architects to submit designs in 
competition for the layout and buildings 
proposed to be erected on the “ Stray ” 
at front of Zetland Park, Redcar.

The object of the competition is to elicit 
designs for the development of the “‘ Stray,” 
including layout and buildings. It is not the 
wish of the Corporetion to state a rigid 
schedule of accommodation, but to explain 
the general requirements, leaving it to. the 
competitors to make their own suggestions, 
provided these fall in within the limit of 
cost (£40,000). The relationship of the site 
with Zetland Park on one side and the pro- 
menade and seashore on the other is to be 
specially considered and regard must also 
be paid to the severity of the east. winds 
upon this coast. The main traffic road runs 
between Zetland Park and the site; the 
promenade will be limited to pedestrians. An 
essential feature of the scheme is a car park, 
which should have an area, extending west- 
ward, of approximately 44,200 sq. ft.; a 
tentative position for this car park, which 
has been agreed to by the Ministry of 
Health, is shown dotted upon the site plan 
(reproduced), but competitors are not to con- 
sider themselves bound by this location. A 
building line to the coastal road and pro- 
menade is shown dotted on the plans; no 
building or erection of any sort is to project 
beyond these lines. 

The principal building contemplated is~a 

vilion or casino which should contain a 

all suitable for dances, concerts and 
theatrical shows, to seat a maximum of 1,500 
on the ground floor, with a café and ample 
accommodation for the comfort of visitors. 
An essential part of the scheme must be a 
sun colonnade as a protection against the 
winds, and in the open space thus provided 
provision must be made for open-air concerts. 

Facing the sea and sheltering the car park, 
provision should be made for at least 24 
chalets and two kiosks and a small café, and 
facing the coast road a public shelter and 
kiosks. Competitors must also bear in mind 
the ibility of being asked to extend the 
buildings to provide for a cinema on a site 
indicated on the plan (but not included in 
the competition). The scheme must be so 
designed that, if necessary, it can be carried 
out in three sections: The first section to 
comprise the car park, chalets, shelters and 
kiosks; the second section being the sun 
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colonnade and provision for open-air concerts ; 
and the third section the pavilion or casino. 

Competitors are asked to 
estimate for each of the three portions. The 
first portion of the scheme should, if possible, 
be provided for £6,000. 


Civic Centre, Potters Bar. 

In connection with the scheme for the 
building of a civic centre, to include 
Council offices, etc., on an 1l-acre site, 
Potters Bar Council has decided that, in 
order to secure the maximum benefit from 
the development of the site, it would be 
desirable to promote an architectural 
competition. 


Proposed Infants’ School, Morley. 

Morley E.C. propose an architectural 
competition for plans for the erection of 
@ new infants’ school in Bridge-street. 


New Library and Hall, S. Shields. 

The erection of an assembly hall and 
a new public library at South Shields is 
being recommended to the Town Council 
by the Assembly Hall Special Committee 
and the Public Libraries Committee, 
which have agreed to recommend the 
Council to invite architects to. submit 
designs in an open competition. 


CORRESPONDENCE

Official Architecture and Private Architects. 

Sir,—I hesitate to direct my first letter 
to the Press on a controversial subject, 
but I am roused to do so after reading the 
reference to official architecture and 
private architects. in the inaugural 
address delivered before the Royal Insti- 
tute of British Architects by the Presi- 
dent. A large part of the address is a 
challenge to the official architect, and it 


is the President of the Institute who has . 


thrown down the glove. 

The attack which has been made is 
calculable of undermining the status of a 
very large proportion of the members of 
the Institute of which he holds the most 
honoured office. 

The criticism of ‘‘ inappropriateness ”’ 
was directed to those buildings which are 
in the main designed by official archi- 
tects; this could give no other impression 
than that this was a fault confined to 
official architecture. I submit that this is 
by no means correct, and that the state- 
ment is unfairly misleading. 

** Slot machine ” architecture, where it 
exists, cannot be said to be confiped to 
official architects’ departments. This 
criticism was equally unfair and mislead- 
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ing. It is frequently an easy matter to 
identify the architect of any building of 
note, and this applies particularly to 


eminent private architects. I feel they 


would be distressed if this inferred stale. 
ness. I do not agree that the work of 
official architects is increasing because jt 
is found to be as easy as catering “ by 
means of slot machines,” but because it 
is proving to be more economical and 


satisfactory; satisfaction resulting from: 


the constant contact between architects 
and clients. The official architect lives 
with his client, and, what is equally 
important, has to live with his jobs after 
they are completed. 

Referring to the designing of public 
buildings, it is inferred that these are in 
the hands of official architects. The truth 
is that the “plums ”—the principal 
public buildings—are the subjects of 
competitions, and are designed by private 
architects, and never before has there 
been such a harvest as the last few years 
have produced. 

It is so easy to attack the official archi- 
tect; it appears to be a new form of 
etiquette, but it is an ostrich-like attitude. 
Is it not equally important that the 
stores, commercial houses and banks, 
etc., the preserve of private architects, 
which are the principal contribution to 
the architecture of the towns, should be 
designed by “‘ the best men for the pur- 
pose in the whole profession?” — If 
posterity has a finger to point, most of 
it will cover the architecture of private 
practitioners. 

Reference was made to the employment 
of supernumeraries by official architects’ 
departments to meet an emergency. Is it 
not a better practice than working exist- 
ing staffs overtime—not uncommon in 
private architects’ offices? Do not private 
architects sometimes employ temporary 
staffs to meet an emergency, and dismiss 
them when work is normal? 

Perhaps the Minister to whom the 
deputation was sent by the Institute 
found there was nothing in their case. 

I do not like the idea of a separate 
organisation for official architects, but 
if this is to be the attitude of the R.I.B.A. 
it will be necessary for official architects 
to do something about it, and it will be 
an unfortunate day for the Institute. 

I have expressed the views of sixteen 
members of. the Institute on the perma- 
nent staff of my department.

NOTE.—The Black Spot of the Week. 

A letter headed ‘‘ Air Raid Shelters,” 
from which the following are extracts... 
“The shelter we offer affords complete 
protectidn against gas, direct hits by in- 
cendiary bombs up to 25 lb., and also 
against blast and splinters from 500 Ib. 
high-explosive bombs bursting 50 yds. 
away. With 6 ft. of earth covering, and 
detonating plate, protection is also 
afforded against direct hits by light H.E. 
hombs in accordance with Continental 
practice. ... The building of or converting 
of a garage, billiard room, storage accom- 
modation, boiler house, into air raid 
shelters, is a practical and economical] 
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method of obtaining the desired result for 
which designs and quotations can be 
submitted.” 

Enclosed with the letter is a neat work 
in drawing of a most hideous underground 
shelter, not unlike the emergency quarters 
of a submarine. -This‘is made safe by 
strong-room doors; and contains food 
stores, wireless set, chemical equipment, 
wash basin, filtration plant, electric 
batteries and in one homely little corner 
a cupboard for tools. This is unquestion- 
ably one of the most depressing things 
that one could meet at the breakfast table. 
It would seem that one might be expected 
to spend considerable periods of time in 
this new type of home, with all the latest 
conveniences.

AIR RAID PRECAUTIONS 
PROTECTION OF BUILDINGS. 


At a meeting in Manchester, on Novem- 
ber 3, of the Manchester and District Asso- 
ciation of the Institution of Civil Engineers, 
Brigadier E. F. J. Hill, of the Home Office, 
r a@ paper on the protection of buildings 
against attack from the air. 

Brigadier Hill said. that though so much 
was heard of gas, the danger that was by far 
the most important was high explosive, and 
next to that came incendiary bombs. It was 
impossible to provide any protection against 
direct hits of high-explosive bombs—not phy- 
sically impossible, but so expensive as to be 
prohibitive on any scale. All that could be 
done was to make walls strong enough to 
resist blast pressure, and to provide protection 
against splinters and the lighter incendiary 
bombs. . 

The first principle inthis was dispersal of 
people in the largest possible number of 
places. Those who were in the immediate 
zone of a direct hit could not be saved; and 
dozens of people were likely to be hit by 
splinters. The larger the number of people 
present within any four walls, the more dam- 
age would be done by any bomb that hit 
the building. The great one-cell single-storey 
factories. would be death-traps. Those who 
had them should provide outside lean-to shel- 
ters, or shelter-trenches, with roofs strong 
enough to bear the 2 ft. 6 in. of soil, which 
would provide reasonable protection. 

In all new multi-storey buildings some part 
should be bomb-proof. A basement was best, 
with air-locks and gas filters. Any.such pro- 
visions should be split up into a number of 
rooms to reduce the danger of splinters, and 
should either be without windows or have the 
smallest windows possible. . Windows would 
be shattered by explosions at a distance, and 
would let in splinters and gas. If there must 
be windows, second-floor position was better 
than first-floor, so long as there were at least 
two storeys above. The windows would.thus 
be more likely to be above the reach of splin- 
ters from bombs striking the ground at an .

ix inches of concrete in the roof would 
keep out the light incendiary bombs. To keep 
out heavier ones would need 15 in., and the 
heaviest of all needed several feet. . Even 
apart from the question of cost, it was not 
advisable to attempt such thicknesses, because 
if a high-explosive bomb did penetrate, the 
damage would be all the greater because of 
the effect of enclosed space. It was better to 
have several thicknesses of 6 in. and use a 
lower floor for the refuge. Many buildings 
were providing thick concrete roofs, .even-for 
peace purposes, but their usefulness as an air- 
raid protection was destroyed if there were 
windows in them.

ARCHITECTURAL DRAWING—I 


By R. MYERSCOUGH-WALKER, A.R.1.B.A. 


1.—APPROACH AND ASTHETICS. 

Let me state first from which point of 
view these essays are being written. 

I am, or rather I attain to, a combina- 
tion of achievements. My first and my 
greatest love is architecture which, in its 
many sided implications and its pro- 
fundity is, to me, the most important of 
the Arts and among the finest achieve- 
ments within the compass of things pos- 
sible of accomplishment by Man. Every 
effort that I make is, directly or indirectly, 
an aid to that achievement, and such 
efforts may, and do, embrace sociology, 
materials, style, taste, light, rhythm, 
function, form, texture and mechanics. 
The highest examples of architecture com- 
bine Reason, Spirit and Emotion—a trip- 
tych of qualities that are not possible of 


- expression excepting by the application of 


a profound mind. 

- Elsewhere I have stated that architec- 
ture may be (and, in fact, must be for the 
purpose of sound criticism) separated into 
groups, of which the ultimate ambition 
varies according to the group. Architec- 
tural architecture is that which requires 
a high degree of Reason and Spirit—e.g., 
the Athenian Acropolis; Romantic archi- 
tecture is that in which Emotion tran- 
scends Reason—+.g., the Gothic cathedral; 
Descriptive architecture is that in which 
function ‘dominates both Spirit and 
Emotion—e.g., the contemporary so-called 
“* Modern” architecture;~Popular archi- 
tecture, which caters for the contemporary 
fashion in architectural»style, and Deri- 
vative architecture, by. which I mean the 
derivation of a past style of architecture 
applied to contemporary work, and 
labelled ‘“‘ Traditional” — e.g., Greek, 
Gothic and Renaissance revivals. 

These various ideals; which may quite 
definitely be laid down as being applicable 
to one or another example of architec- 
ture may, in a similar way, serve as a 
basis for criticism in the other art-forms— 
painting; . sculpture, music, literature, 
dancing, theatre, cinema and radio. 

So far as painting or drawing is con- 
cerned the basis needs to be detailed no 
further than has been done in the previous 
paragraph relating to architecture, and 
it is at this point that the position of 
architectural .drawing in juxtaposition 
with other forms of drawing may be more 
definitely placed. An architectural paint- 
ing is not that which describes the scene 
accurately according to. atcepted and 
material conventions, but which enters 


into the Spirit and Reason of a subject out- 


side the realm df Thoughts. It enters into 
the world of what Margaret Bulley* has

called Things; the world of the spirit. 
Cézanne might be described as an archi- 
tectural painter, because he attempted to 
set down the spirit of a subject in the light 
of a dimension which was a form of 
space-time. Similarly, Ben Nicholson and 
Moholy Nagy are attempting a similar 
thing in sculptura] form. 

Therefore the form of architectural draw- 
ing that I want to analyse is not of this 
class, nor does it aspire to such heights 
of esthetic ambition. A romantic paint- 
ing may or may not describe a subject 
accurately according to worldly standards, 
but it fundamentally places a strong 
emotional aspect on the rendering as the 
result of a Faith stronger than that of 
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““The Objective Drawing—an Early Form.” 


Reason. I would place the Surrealists, 
with their recording of subconscious gen- 
sations, in this group, and suggest Salva- 
dore Dali as representing one aspect of 
Romantic painting. 

In sculpture, Jacob Epstein (although 
not Surrealist) is preoccupied with the 
emotive element of his subject in the 
same way that Augustus John is in paint- 
ing. Primitive works of art exhibit this 
characteristic of emotion, so it may be 
said, again quite definitely, that archi- 
tectural drawing cannot be classed as 
Romantic in its idea] state, although, of 
course, an individual] may interpret an 
architectural scene in this wayt. 

Popular and Derivative forms of Art 
may be interesting, but they are not con- 
structive, neither are they fundamentally 
profound, so that we are left with the

group I have called Descriptive. This 
group has, for its ideal, the describing of 
a scene in such a way as to be seen by 
the spectator as any spectator would see 
the subject if presented with it in fact. 
Descriptive architecture is that which de- 
scribes its) function well; Descriptive 
literature is. that which describes an event 
well, and Descriptive painting is that 
which describes a scene well. Examples 
that occur to one’s mind of these three 
forms are respectively: Paxton’s Crystal 
Palace; Gibbon’s ‘‘ Decline and Fall”; 
Frith’s ‘‘ Derby Day.” 

These are good Descriptive works, and 
it follows, therefore, that although the 
ideal is eesthetically below the groups I 
have called Architectural and Romantic, it 
may, with sincerity, arrive at a high 
state of achievement. 


From this point, therefore, when I dis- 
cuss architectural drawing a descriptive 
art is implied quite outside the realms of 
the other groups, and the subject under 
this heading is divisible by three. In 
other words, architectural drawing may 
refer to topographical drawings (the 
accurate rendering of an existing scene by 
mathematical or visual means) ; objective 
drawings (the setting down of a design on 
paper in such a way as to form a working 
drawing); and subjective drawings (the 
‘preparation of a work to illustrate the 
visual aspect of a project). The classifica- 
tion is a simple one, and it appears to 
narrow down my subject to such an aspect 
as will leave no doubt as to what may 
ultimately be good or bad architectural 
drawing. We are not greatly concerned 
with the spirit, and we are not greatly 
concerned with emotion. 


Architectural drawings must first de- 
Scribe, and they may attempt a form of 


deseription ‘in three ways: topographi- 
cally, objectively, and subjectively. 


2.—DEFINITION. 


Topographical drawings have, from time 
to time, reached such heights of tech- 
nique as to bewilder contemporaries who 
feel thwarted at having a prototype they 
are unable to emulate. 
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In the later sections, treating architec- 
tural drawing historically, I will intro- 
duce chronologically the names of those 
draughtsmen who have become the high- 
lights of that branch of draughtsmanship. 
What I want to do now is to stamp on 
the mind. that kind. of drawing called 
topographical. ‘ 

Canaletto, Piranesi, Hollar, Job Nixon, 
Bone. and such people were, or are, 
primarily topographical draughtsmen or 
painters. Although they frequently 
break out in fantasy, the basis of their 
achievements was topographical, and one 
thing I would like to make quite clear now 
before the issue loses its clarity—these 
draughtsmen are architectural in a way 
that has no other interest to an architect 
than a record (occasionally a fine esthetic 
record) of some architectural scene 
already existing in some place. The 
interest of topographical drawing to the 
architect is, in short, intrinsic and not to 


-do with the rea] job of architecture ; there- 


fore in these writings the subjugation of 
this form of drawing may be taken as a 
sign that this aspect of architecturai draw- 
ing is interesting to the designer, but not 
the form of drawing by which architec- 
tural form is created. 

Objective architectural drawings are the 
mainspring of architectural form and, for 
that reason, must enter into any discus- 
sion of this kind. A half-inch detail on 
linen from Lloyd Wright’s office is as 
objective as the plan of the tomb of 
Rameses IX, which is cut in a hard 
mineral. 

The clue to this form of drawing is not 
its esthetic standard, but its service as 
a symbol or a set of symbols. Any pro- 
gress in this form of drawing must be 
along the lines of improved symbols, 
which will aid the constructor to work 
from. such a drawing. 

The reduction of the architectural form 
from three to two dimensions is, in the 
objective drawing, complete, and to this 
severe avoidance of the illusory depth of 
perspective is added the key to those 
materials which are not seen in the com- 
pleted building, and the mechanics, or 
nerves, of the structure which do _ not 
always exist in a physical way. These 


‘ drawings are, to me, the height of descrip- 
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tion, and give me enormous esthetic 
pleasure, because they accept the limits of 
a two-dimensional record and they de- 
scribe fully: A room full of such draw- 
ings pleases me. Yet-they are not to be 
judged zsthetically because no esthetics 
enter the preparation of such works. The 
spirit is completely absent during the 
time in which they are being done, and 
confusion would arise-if an attempt were 
made to introduce this quality (which re- 
lates to beauty) into the objective or 
Working drawing. 

The subjective drawing is that form 
which has received so little constructive 
attention and never appears to have de- 
cided in which direction it is proceeding. 

Contemporary subjective drawings in- 
cludé perspectives, axonometrics, plans 
(those which are. not dealing with 
the mechanics of the building), the 
rendered elevation, and such drawings 
clearly fall between two stools. They use 
. as their basis the objective drawing as a 
means of reducing mathematically and 
by.certain conventions the form of a de- 
sign. On the other hand, they aspire to 
the visual concept of the finished struc- 
ture, and attempt a three-dimensional 
representation by means of a two-dimen- 
sional medium. In short, they seek’ to 
present form in a way Similar to the 
painters’ methods and, to be precise, de- 
scriptive painters. The nearest similar 
ideal to ‘this treatment is the topographi- 
cal drawing, and we find, therefore, that 
perspectivists (and to a great extent the 
draughtsmen of the more elaborate forms 
of objective drawings) look toward Cana- 
letto, Hollar and Piranesi as the goal 
toward which they must strive. 

It seems utterly and completely wrong 
to me and, while topographical and objec- 
tive drawing has its ideal clearly set out 
for it, this wretched branch of subjective 
architectural drawing is quite at sea be- 
cause it cannot grasp on to any precedents 
which are vital and sincere enough to 
warrant their being set up as something 
worth following. 

A great deterrent to the advance of sub- 
jective architectural drawing is the root 
of such a drawing’s existence, i.e., as an 
hors d’ceuvre to the client’s appetite. Ob- 
jective drawings mean nothing to him, 
and the nearer a presentation approaches 
the topography of an existing scene, the 
more likely is a client to see the drawing 
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a job of work as something almost accom- 
plished. . 

Towards this material end, then, the 
landscape, the lighting, the materials, 
the ffgure grouping, the skyscape and so 
on, are set down in the drawing—not as 


‘a set of elements, still imaginary; which 


will surround the building on its erection 
—but as existing facts which are stamped 
with the fleeting accident of wind, sun, 
weathering, animation and climate seen 
through the mind of the draughtsman, and 
not noted as existing phenomena (no 
matter how temporary) of the descriptive 
painter. 

This material end to which most of these 
subjective drawings aspire confuses (by 
catering to the whims of clients) the more 
sincere aspect of subjective architectural 
drawing which may be considered drab by 
a lay person, and yef the history of archi- 
tectural drawing proves that such draw- 
ings need in no way be dull. Henceforth, 
I shall ignore this extremely material 
aspect of providing the public with what 
it wants simply because what is good for 
Art and what is good for success are fre- 
quently diverse points of view. 

I see no reason why good architectural 
drawings should not be used for the pur- 
pose of illustrating new proposals to 
clients, but I cannot attempt to justify 
vulgar drawings on account of their 
ability to attract an illiterate client.

The planning, of the main teaching and 
administration block was greatly simplified by 
the schedule of accommodation prepared by 
the Departmental Committee in 1928, and it 
may be of interest to note that the principle 
here adopted of grouping all the main teach- 
ing a Paar in one building differs widely 
from Continental practice, where, in many of 
the great veterinary colleges, the various 
departments are detached and self-contained 
units necessitating a far larger area of land 
for their accommodation. 


In this bans the chief problems to over- 
come were to link up conveniently the Patho- 
logical Institute fonennelly designed in 194 
as a completely detached building) with the 
new block in such a way as to combine~the

Easy communications are secured by a central

THIs cinema has been erected on the site of 
the Alhambra Theatre, Leicester 
extending from the Square to Charing Cross- 
road. The site is almost rectangular, having 
an area of approximately 27,000 sq. ft. The 
new theatre has a frontage of 100ft. to 
Leicester-square, and there will be a 10-storey 
block of shops and offices fronting to Charing 
Cross-road. The cinéma has been erected b 
Sir Robert McAlpine and Sons, of Pall. Mall, 
S.W., in the remarkable time of 33 weeks, the 
cleared site being handed over on March 11 
and the theatre opened on November 2.° 

The auditorium has one -baleony of ~an 
unusually flat rake, and apart from. large 
foyers and vestibule a reception room for 
guests and press rooms with telephone room 
are provided ; the staff S4partments and toilets, 
shower ‘baths, transformer room, vacuum 
cleaning chamber and stores are housed under 
the front portion of the building. Under the 
stage the organ room, musicians’ room, 


plenum and refrigerating plant, boiler room, 
and orchestra and organ console pit are built. 
The floor of the orchestra pit is constructed 
on a lift, so that.it can be raised to the lével 
of the stage and thus give extra floor space

thereto. The projection chamber, etc., is 
above the balcony. 

The general construction of the cinema— 
which -seats..2,300 persons—is of brick and 
steel. The balcony is supported on steel 
cantilevers on a deep transverse girder. The 
steppings of the balcony are constructed with 
filler joists and concrete on shaped Hy-rib 
centring. The constructional flooring 
throughout the building is in filler joists and 
concrete. The external roof is of asbestos 
troughed sheeting supported on steel 
principals, from the bottom. members of 
which fibrous plaster. is hung to form the ceil- 
ing of the auditorium. The roof space thus 
formed serves as accommodation for the 
many. ventilationeducts required. The stairs 
are of concrete, faced with margins of marble 
and projected with metal ornamental 
ead Between the margins carpet is 
aid. 

The main entrance faces Leicester-square 
and a vestibule leads to a wide panelled foyer, 
with the pay-boxes arranged as part of the 
eneral design, the staircase to the balcony 
eading off from the northern side to the 
balcony foyer overlooking the Square, and 
from which access to the lower balcony is

obtained. Over the balcony foyer are offices, 
the telephone exchange and a room for the 
B.B.C, A box for the B.B.C. commentator 
is placed at the back of the gallery. 

The stage is fully equipped for dramatic 
and music-hall entertainments as well as for 
films. There are ample dressing-rooms, and 
scenery dock, property room, fly gallery, etc., 
are also provided. The design on the safety 
curtain is by Mr. Bainbridge Copnall. The 
Thyracton dimmer machinery room and the 
ventilation extract chamber are above the 
foyers in the front part of the building. 
Ventilation is by plenum design, the inlets 
being arranged in the ceiling and extracts 
placed under the balcony steppings and also 
under the stall seats. 

The elevation to Leicester-square is faced 
with black granite, some 200 slabs 6 ft. x 5 ft. 
and 2 in. in thickness being used, and it 1s 
ornamented with features in bronze _ and 
bronze canopy. A tower on the north’ side 
rises 120 ft. above pavement level and in the 
upper part of the front a large recess has been 
formed which will hold movable illuminated 
signs.

Tus house in Neville-drive, Hampstead Garden Suburb, was built on a site having 
extensive views over the Hampstead Golf Course at the rear, and most of the rooms 
were planned to face in that direction, which is approximately due south. The walls 
are faced with yellow stocks, and the roof covered with green glazed pantiles, a com- 
bination which is extremely successful. On the ground floor is oak wood bleck 

‘ flooring, and on the first floor oak strip flooring. Heating and hot water supply is 
provided from an oil-fired boiler serving radiators in all rooms, the hot water supply 
being on the indirect system. Windows are standard metal casements. The general 
contractor was Mr. G. Ramsbotham, of Golders Green, N.W:, and sub-contractors 
were : Langley London, Ltd., roofing tiles ; the Wachal Flooring Co., oak-sirip flooring ; 
Vigers Bros., oak-block flooring; Doultons, sanitary fittings; G. N. Haden and Sons, 
Ltd., heating and hot water; Ian Donald, electrical work; Yannedis and Co., iron- 
mongery ;.Carter and Co., glazed wall tiling; Laminated Wood Products, flush doors ; 
Crittall Manufacturing Co., metal windows; and Bratt, Colbran and Co., fireplaces. 

. The total cost worked out at 1s. 4d. per foot cube. 
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Tue William Torbitt School has been erected 
on, @ site situated on the north side of 
Eastern-avenue, at the junction of Ald- 
borough-road. The area of the site is 13 
acres, of which approximately three acres is 
occupied by the school buildings, paved play- 
grounds, caretaker’s lodge and gardens. ‘he 
remaining 10 acres forms an excellent playing 
field for all types of school sports. The 
building faces south-east, and is of two 
storeys, The ground floor is occupied by the 
Lower Departinent (accommodation 500) and 
the first floor by the Middle Department 
eran 500). The main buildings 
form the front half of a future scheme de- 
signed with all rooms disposed round two 
spacious quadrangles, and will eventually pro- 
vide accommodation for four departments, 
viz., Lower, Middle, Upper Girls and Upper 
Boys. 

The provision for each department is 
similar, viz.: Eight classrooms, each 25 ft. 
by 20 ft.; two classrooms, each 25 ft. by 
24 ft.; scholars’ cloaks at each end of build- 
ing; central assembly hall, 53 ft. by 36 it., 
with large stage and ante-rooms attached; 
medical inspection and waiting-room; head 
teacher’s room, with lavatory accommodation ; 
staff-rooms, with lavatory accommodation ; 
general stores; milk store; ink store; care- 
taker’s store; scholars’ offices; projection- 
room at rear of middle school hall; and large 
’ paved playgrounds at each end of school. 
The central portion of the building forms the 
main architectural feature, and accommodates 
the administrative staff, medical inspection 
and waiting-rooms, general stock-room, pro- 
jector-room, and main water storage tank 
room. The latter occupies the top portion of 
the central tower which dominates the front 
elevation. The teachers’ rooms have been 
placed in the best position for efficient super- 
vision of the whole of the school, and .two 
small staircases for the use of the staff con- 
nect the departments. |The medical inspec- 
tion rooms are immediately adjoining the 
main entrance, obviating any interference 
with the rest of the school whilst in session. 


The assembly halls are situated behind the 
central block, with adequate entrances and 
emergency exits. Eight classrooms are dis- 

sed along the front of the main building, 
our each side of the central block. ‘Two 
More classrooms are situated at the end of 
each wing, in which is also placed the 


scholars’ cloakrooms, the latter being divided 


for children of each sex. 


_. The-end towers, together with the central 

tower,' add dignity to the frout elevation, 
and provide a pleasing contrast with the 
horizontal nature of the rest of the building. 


THE MAIN FRONTs 


The whole of the buildings are faced externally 
with hand-made sand-faced red bricks. 


Glazed brick dadoes are provided through- 
out the school, with different colour schemes 
in classrooms, assembly halls and corridors. 
All walis above dadoes are faced with silica 
bricks distempered to suit each scheme. . All 
the wood block floors are of Rhodesian teak, 
with floor tiles and granolithic surfaces in the 
corridors, stores, etc. The buildings are 
equipped with a low pressure hot water 
heating system, with automatic stokers to 
the boilers in the basement. The electric 
lighting installation incorporates the most 
recent improvements for efficient school light- 
ing and was carried out under the technical 
supervision of the Borough Electrical En- 

ineer, Mr. G. F. Gregory, M.1LE.E., 
A.M.I.Mech.E. Electric hot water heaters 
are also installed. The school has also a 
wireless installation, with points for loud- 
speakers in each hall and classroom, The 
cost of the buildings, including playgrounds, 
caretaker’s lodge, roadways, boundary wall 
and railings was £39,900, and the eost of the 
furniture £928. The whole of the work of 
erection was entrusted to Messrs. G. H. 
Miller and Co., Ltd., of Forest Gate.

Mr. Rozert Coss, President of the Char- 
tered Surveyors’ Institution, in his opening 
address to that body, given on Monday, 
November 8, confined himself largely to the 
agricultural aspects of professional work. 
Coming to questions of closer interest for the 
building industry, he proceeded as 
follows :— 


Capital Items: Farm Buildings. A 
“andlord’s capital is urgently required 
not only for the upkeep, but also for the 
adaptation of farm buildings to modern 
requirements, The cost of upkeep, you may 
say, is not capital expenditure; yet when 
upkeep has been neglected for years, as 
inevitably it has been in many cases, the 
owner has in fact been living on capital and 
the cost of repair becomies a capita] item. 
The necessity for adaptation arises partly 
from the requirements and often changing 
ideas. of sanitary authorities as to the con- 
ditions in which healthy stock should be 
housed and their products stored and 
handled, and partly from changes in farming 
methods and the introduction of new equip- 
ment and appliances. Thus, old barns, 
threshing floors and other out-of-date equip- 
ment which it does not pay to keep can be 
abandoned and the buildings. which housed 
them demolished or reduced in size. 
“Consideration of health admittedly re- 
quire compliance with the various orders and 
regulations for ‘dairy buildings. I  can- 
not, nevertheless, resist’ the feeling that 
some uniform and generall applicable code 
in this respect might well a settled for the 
country as a whole. That, I think, would 
be preferable to the present state of affairs 


in which the standard of requirements is 


left to the discretion of small authorities and 
depends largely on the views of their par- 
ticular sanitary inspector. It ought not to 
be impossible to evolve for the whole country 
a uniform model which would do some- 
thing to remove the uncertainties that now 
beset owners, and their agents because of 
differences in standards between neighbour- 
ing districts, and sometimes even: in the 
same district when a change of sanitary 
inspector takes place. 


Possibilities of Light Construction. 

“Tam well aware that an ordering of the 
conditions under which milk is produced for 
human consumption is not only essential for 
health, but must also be subject: to- change 
as»medical knowledge of disease and its pre- 
vention advances. We have: seen many 
changes in the last ten or twenty years, and 
we shall see as many or more in the next. 
That raises the question whether, when 
structural alterations are undertaken in order 
to comply with the sanitary requirements 
for dairy buildings, a more temporary form 
of construction—light concrete or timber, 
for example, instead of the more expensive 
bricks and mortar—ought not to. be used. 


Farm Cottages: The Tied System. 


“There is no less an urgent need for 
capital for the provision of agricultural 
workmen’s cottages, in which connection I 
should like to see far more advantage taken 
of the Housing (Rural Workers) Act. What- 
ever may be the merits or demerits of the 
tied cottage system, the fact remains that 
cottages are an indispensable item of farm 
equipment. In my humble opinion a certain 
number must be reserved for use as such, so 
that some, at any rate, may be saved for the 
agricultural labourer from the policeman, the 
council employee and the tired business man 
from town. Moreover, a farmer cannot make 
the best use of his farm if the supply of 
buildings is inadequate; while, from another 
fandpoint, the tied cottage is at least one 
actor, I suggest, which adds to the attrac- 
tions of agricultural labour, and therefore

“PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS. 
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Repairs and Maintenance. 

“As regards taxation generally,’ the 
speaker proceeded, ‘‘ I suggest for the con- 
sideration of the revenue authorities that, 
with the present trend of agricultural rents 
and the high price of building materials, the 
statutory allowance for repairs. is nowa- 
days not enough and should be substantially 
increased. I do not forget. that additional 
relief for repairs can be,recovered by means 
of the maintenance claim. The preparation of 
a maintenance claim, however, is a puzzling 
and troublesome matter and_-is little under- 
stood by the small owner, who cannot afford 
professional assistance. 

** On the axiom that taxation should be as 
simple as pam and bearing in mind that 
considerable claims for maintenance can 
nearly always be substantiated, with the 
result that the Exchequer in any case has to 
pay in the end, there is a clear case in my 
contention for an increase in the statutory 
deductions which are allowed for the purpose 
of arriving at the net assessment toe

‘**T should like also to suggest that claims 
with respect to alterations to buildings 
undertaken in order to maintain the rent 
should be considered on their merits and 
without reference necessarily to the ques- 
tion whether the alterations were voluntary 


or carried out by order of the local authority - 


I have noticed a tendency to regard the latter 
as something of a sine qué non for the 
allowance of a claim in respect of the -cost 
of alterations.’’ 


The Estate Timber Yard. 

“The question of repairs is a large one, 
and the advantages and disadvantages of an 
estate timber yard and a permanent repair 
staff are perpetually under discussion. I am 
not, on the whole, in favour of that method 
of dealing with repairs—at. any rate, unless 
strict accounts are kept. Apart from the 
estate whefe there is a large mansion and a 
continuous flow of repair work and odd jobs 
needing constant attention, I believe my- 
self that the system, on the whole, is waste- 
ful. It is. often fruitful of jealousy among 
tenants on, occasions when one farm has the 
estate staff and another has not; it encourages 
tenants to let things slide, hoping that 
the estate staff will come along in due course. 
Moreover, in cases where the tenant is liable 
for the labour proportion of the cost of 
repairs, the charging of that proportion is 
‘sometimes overlooked or the tenant com- 
plains that the estate staff is expensive. 

‘* In. my own practice I make it my almost 
invariable rule, when the repairs are small, 
to let, tenants do the work themselves as the 
need. arises. The landlord’s proportion is 
then allowed in the next year’s rent. If the 
work is large I get out a full specification 
and obtain estimates from local builders. 
Then I see that the cost is apportioned pro- 
perly between the landlord and the tenant, 
and that the apportionment is duly agreed by 
the tenant before the work is carried out. 


The Rent Restrictions Acts. : 

‘* While still on the subject of estate 
management, I must turn for a moment from 
the country to the town, because I know 
that members entrusted with the management 
of working-class property are awaiting with 
interest the Report of the Departmental Com- 
tmhittee om the Rent Restrictions Acts: The 
Report, on which any new legislation doubt- 
less will be based, may or may not be 
public property by the time I deliver this 
address, but it will, at any rate, be a matter 
of topical interest. The Acts, failing other 
legislation in the meantime, will expire on 
June 24, 1938, in England and Wales, and 
on May 28, 1938, in Scotland. 

“The précis of evidence given on behalf 
of the Council to the Departmental Com- 
mittee has already been published in the

It recommends, as you already 
know, that the present -upper limits of 


“Class B’ houses should be reduced from 
£45 to £30 in London and from £35 to £25 
elsewhere in England and Wales, so as to free 
houses between those limits from all forms 
of control; that. the remainder of the con- 
trolled ‘Class B’ houses—that is to say, 
houses of a value between £20 and £30 im 
London and £13 and £25 elsewhere—should 
continue to be subject to their present 
restrictions ee decontrol on vacant pos- 
session) until June, 1941, when all restric- 
tions would be removed; and that ‘ Class 
C’ houses should remain with their present 
restrictions until the same date, after which 
decontrol on vacant possession should be 
restored. A number of recommendations 
were also made for amendments in the exist- 
ing law, including, in particulars the removal 
of the necessity for obtaining the tenant’s 
consent to expenditure on improvements 
carried out by the landlord pursuant to a 
statutory notice; that a landlord should be 
entitled to possession if he undertakes ti 
demolish the premises -as the result of a dan- 
gerous structure notice, or if he bona fide 
intends to pull down and remodel the pre- 
mises or to redevelop the site. ~It- was also 
suggested that some limit should be placed 
upon the time allowed to the tenant for 
giving up possession after an- order for 
possession has been made by the Court. 


Removal of Restrictions: Need for 
Gradualness. 


‘* The Acts have become ingrained to some 
extent in our social fabric. In preparing our 
evidence we were faced with the fact that 
the removal of all restrictions next year, 
desirable as that might be from an estate 
management aspect, would still have serious 
social consequences, and would, in the case 
of the lower category houses, cause un- 
doubted, and in certain districts widespread, 
hardship to tenants with large families and 
small wages. For that reason, and after 
examining the reports we had received from 
members with large managements in all 
parts of the country, we felt that it was 
necessary to advocate a policy of gradualness 
in the removal of restrictions. We know 
that in the case of the larger types of 
‘ Class-B.’ heuse the difference between the 
controlled and the decontrolled rents is com- 
paratively small—about 10 per cent. to 15 per 
cent.—and.that that difference increases fairly 
steeply as we go down the scale of values. 
If, as we have suggested, the larger types 
of ‘ Class B’. houses are taken wholly out of 
protection next year, we think that the pre- 
sent differences between the controlled and 
decontrolled rents of the smaller * Class B’ 
houses will be sufficiently narrowed down to 
enable them in their turn to be taken en bloc. 
out of protection in 1941. Numbers of them, 
in any case, will be taken ~ppaaceneg& out-of 

rotection between now and then as.they fal? 
into vacant possession. By 1941, also, we 
think that the time will have come to 
bring ‘Class C’ houses—which at present 
remain controlled whether or not they fall 
vacant—into the ‘Class B’ category so that 
they shall beconie decontrolled on possession. 

‘We think that this plan will give fair 
notice to housing authorities of the need for 
estimating. any. extra housing requirements 
that may fall to be met in 1941 as the result 
of the removal or relaxation of restrictions on 
the smaller types of house as well as provide 
an. incentive for the speeding up of housing 
programmes.”

Tue application of welding to reinforced 
concrete construction was discussed by Mr. 
‘J. Cuerel, B.Sc., A.M Inst.C.E., in a paper 
which he read at a meeting of the Reinforced 
Concrete Association held at the Institution 
of Civil Engineers, S.W.1, on Wednesday, 
November 10. 

As the history of reinforced concrete con- 
struction shows (said the lecturer), there has 
been generally a steady advance in the size 
and span of structures built in the material. 
_Each advance has led to a need for longer rein- 
forcing bars in order to realise the most 
economical construction. To a certain extent 
this need has been met by the production of 
bars in greater lengths in conjunction with im- 
proved transport and fixing methods; but, for 
all structures involving considerable spans, 
jointing of the bars is necessary, and this 
often presents a serious problem to the 
designer. 

The most common methods of providing 
continuous reinforcement are, of course, 
lapping and the introduction of additional 
bars to give scope for the staggering of open 
butt joints, but of late years the development 
of welding has introduced an aiternative 
method which is deserving of the most careful 
study. It is obvious that a process permitting 
of the production in situ of bare of. any re- 
quired length, cheaply and reliably, would 
have extensive applications,‘and the useful- 
ness of welding must largely be determined 
by the extent to which it satisfies these 
primary requiremente. ¥ 

Hitherto, welding of steel reinforcement 

has made little progress in this country. It 
has been applied, however, with successful 
results, on the reconstruction of North Parade 
Bridge, Bath, and in large-span beams over 
the diversion of the tram subway at Waterloo 
‘Bridge. In the Irish Free State welding was 
employed on a small scale, as long as 10 years 
ago, for the production of bars up to 130 ft. 
in length on bridges in connection with the 
Shannon Hydro-Electric Scheme; some yeare 
later similar welding was carried out in the 
reconstruction of the Butt Bridge, Dublin. 
But such cases are few. 
“ On the Continent, particularly in Belgium 
and Scandinavia, and in Australia, fairly ex- 
tensive use of welding has been made, the 
outstanding achievement being that of: the 
arch-ribs of the Central Hall, Brussels Exhi- 
bition, where there were 1,800 butt welds in 
the main reinforcing bars. Several canal 
bridges in Belgium up to 200-ft. span have 
been constructed with butt welded bars, 
diameters up to 1Zin. having been jointed. 
In Germany and Belgium the practice is 
officially recognised and regalations have 
been framed. Welding has not been confined 
to the butts of main bars; several instances 
exist where bars have been connected by 
fillets for the improvement of bond and, in 
Australia especially, spot welds are commonly 
used in lieu of wire binding to hold together 
intersecting reinforcements. 

Forge welding, electric resistance. gas and 
electric-arc welding are all possible of applica- 
tion in reinforced concrete work. The first 
of these processes, which has been employed 
in special circumstances in India and elsewhere, 
is capable of giving a fair result if due care 
is’ exercised and the junction is adequately 
upset; it does not compare, however, in con- 
venience or possess the high degree of 
reliability of the other methods. Resistance 
welding obviates preparing the ends of bars, 
but is not convenient for making butt welds 
in. large bars in the field, owing to the lack of 
portability of the machine; ‘a smaller and 
handier tool for spot welding would appear 
to have advantages where the work is readily 
accessible. Gas welding requires a greater 
amount of heat,. with consequent greater dis- 
tortion in some circumstances ; it is also incon- 
venient in cramped situations. Electric-are 
welding is found to be, as-a result of experi- 
ence in various countries, the best and most 
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economic method and is used in practice at 
the present time almost exclusively. 


Advantages and Disadvantages. 

There is little advantage, as regards direct 
saving in cost, to be gained by the butt weld- 
ing of main bars. For bars of 13-in. diameter 
and greater a butt weld is normally the 
cheapest method of obtaining continuity, but 
the saving is small. For lesser diameters the 
direct cost of the reinforcement is increased 
by the adoption of welding. In some cases 
the cost of anchorage may be directly reduced 
by spot welding to intersecting bars in lieu 
of hooking. 

The important advantages are indirect. 
The elimination of laps, additional bars, 
hooks, etc., enables a considerable decrease 
in size of members to be made which, by 
reduction of weight, results in decreased 
moments and shears, and so effects a further 
overall saving. This is, of course, of far 
greater importance in large structures than 
in small; for bridges of less than 80-ft. span 
the saving in weight alone would not generally 
justify the use of welding, but for 200-ft. to 
300-ft. and greater spans the saving is con- 
siderable. 

Other advantages are the possibility of 
forming the reinforcement into a rigid cage 
resistant to the displacement of bars during 
consolidation of the concrete, and the avoid- 

* ance of awkward spots for concreting, as at 
laps where two or three bars are close 
together. 

The chief disadvantage is, undoubtedly, the 
danger of unreliability; whether this danger 
is real or imaginary, it still operates strongly 
to the detriment of welding. Other disad- 
vantages are uncertainty as to the cost and 
the possibilities of wasteful delays, although 
with suitable organisation the latter should 
be of little importance on work where the 
amount of welding is considerable. 


Experimental Work. 

In connection with the construetion of the 
new Waterloo Bridge, the appointed engineers 
—Messrs. Rendel, Palmer and Tritton—pro- 
posed, and were authorised by the London 
County Council, to have experiments made 
to determine to what extent welding might 
advantageously be adopted in the design. 
This experimental work was carried out under 
the direction of the author. , The main objects 
were, in detail :— 

(a) To verify the reliability of butt-welded 
joints in round mild steel reinforcing bars. 

(6) To determine a safe working stress fox 
such welds. 

(c) To investigate the most suitable type of 
electrode, preparation of bar ends and 
procedure. 

(d) To examine the effect of employment of 
unskilled welders. 

(e) To obtain information as to precautions 
to be taken to ensure good results. 

(f) To form a basis for estimating costs and 
time of operations. 

(7) To investigate the possibilities of the 
welding of intersecting bars and to determine 
the strength of spot welds. 

Having described these tests in detail, the 
author gave the following conclusions :— 

Notwithstanding that many welds were 
made, deliberately, with unsuitable end pre- 
paration. and electrodes and by totally 
unskilled labour, no single test joint failed to 
develop the yield stress of high-grade rein- 
forcing steel. It is practically certain, there- 
fore, that a weld made by a welder of average 
ability, with suitable preparation, electrodes, 
equipment and procedure, and properly rein- 
forced, will develop the yield stress of the 
bar. 

It may ‘be taken that, in the majority of 
cases, a butt weld made as described will 
develop the ultimate strength of the bar, 
fracture occurring well away from the joint. 
Where fracture occurs in the weld the break- 

ing stress is practically that of the bar. The 
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chances of a weld failing at or near the work 
ing stress are too remote for practical bi: 
sideration. : : 


[The author then proceeded to deal with 
design using welding, referring to worki 
stress in reinforcement, design of structure 
design of butt joints, reinforcement details, 
and sundry applications. He concluded a 
follows :—] 


Future. 

The future of welding in reinforced concrete 
construction rests as much with the welding 
industry as with the reinforced concpats 
industry. It is in the interests of both 
branches of engineering that there should he 
the closest collaboration. 


The present stage of development. is such 
that only on structures of exceptional siz 
and span is extensive application of welding 
economically practicable. Many _ instances 
occur, however, especially in bridge construc. 
tion, where welding could be applied advan. 
tageously on a comparatively small scale, 


Before substantial progress can be made 
more experimental work will have to be car. 
ried out. Welding engineers must develop 
quicker and cheaper methods of making butt 
welds on round bars. Reinforced concrete 
engineers, for their part, must give careful 
attention to details to ensure that the best use 
is made of welding; the possibilities of pre. 
fabrication of reinforcement into substantial 
units should be carefully investigated. 


Purely technical difficulties, however, are 
perhaps not the chief obstacles to progress. 
Both reinforced concrete construction and 
welding are still subject to reactionary restric- 
tive regulations which should be modified or 
abolished. In the welding industry, among 
firms carrying out constructional work, a con- 
siderable degree of rationalisation would be 
of great benefit in building up organisations 
capable of undertaking—and quoting reason- 
able prices for—any class of work.

THE REBUILDING OF 
NAPIER, N.Z. 


In the course of a letter to one, of our 
readers, a New Zealand correspondent gives a 
graphic description of the rebuilt town of 
Napier, which was destroyed by earthquake 
in 1931.. ‘‘The whole town,’’ he «rites, 
‘** was then laid waste, but now it is entirely 
rebuilt and has a population of 20,000. It 
is the most beautiful town now that I have 
ever seen; the buildings are all only two 
storey, of a Spanish type of architecture, 
and every building is in colour, pale pinks, 
greens, browns and cream, and I can assure 
you it is something to be seen to be believed. 
The streets are paved with concrete blocks 
and are wide; it is just like something out of 
a story book. The sea beach runs right 
along the front of the town, and on the 
beach are about 24 miles of lawns and 
gardens with the most wonderful flowers, 
and on this an electric fountain, which has 
about 20 combinations of sprays and colours. 
Water is projected into the air to a height 
of 60 ft., and at night it looks like coloured 
water; the effect beggars description. There 
is also a sound shell, which is wonderfully 
lighted at night, and here concerts are hel 
every night in the summer; it is so arran 
that one can sit quite a long way off am 
hear every word that is spoken. Then there 
are swimming baths, a tiled dancing pavilion 
and a children’s open-air paddling pool with 
a marble bottom. Higher up there 1s a 
amusement park. Then right along the 
parade for a distance of 4 miles there 18 4 
row of Norfolk pines, and for the length of 
the town these trees are outlined in different 
coloured electric lights. All the gardens at 
flood-lighted at night, and the whole effect 
is like fairyland. The climate is exceedingly 
hot in the summer and autumn, and 4 ay 
cold in the winter, which lasts three month, 
but there is no frost in Napier itsell 
although inland the frosts are severe.”’

COST OF HOSPITALS 


L.c.c.S COMMENTS ON 


Departmental Committee of the 
Ministry of Health on the Cost of Hospi- 
tals and other public buildings issued in 
ember last its first report. The Hos- 
itals and Medical Services Committee of 
the London County Council has now pub- 
lished the Departmental Committee’s 
general conclusions, and has added its own 
observations. The complete text appears 
in the Council’s agenda for November 9, 
put the principal. observations of. the 
Council’s Committee are appended here- 
with :— 

Standardisation and Cost.—The Depart- 
mental Committee encountered a_ definite 
feeling of apprehension as to possible effects 
of-standardisation, and it was represented to 
them that the establishment of standards in- 
volved a danger of obstructing experiment and 
progress. They have endeavoured, therefore, 
to frame their conclusions so as not to stereo- 
type design or impede progress. As regards 
standards of cost, the Departmental Committee 


‘have come to the same conclusion as that 


arrived at by the Hospitals and Medical Ser- 
vices Committee, namely, that the factors 
affecting cost are so numerous and variable 
t. >t it 1s impossible to lay down, even within 
hmits, any figure of cost which can .be 
accepted as a practical guide in building a par- 
ticular hospital. The Departmental Committee 
refer in the following words to an aspect of 
design, construction and treatment which 
pons ig to be borne in mind generally in con- 
nection with estimates of the capital cost of 
hospital works :—‘‘ It should be remembered 
that annual costs of maintenance and operation 
are of even more importance, economically, 
than first cost. A hospital, once built, lasts 


for very many years. Interest on capital and. 


sinking fund charges form only a compara- 
tively small proportion of the total annual ex- 
penditure. This is no excuse for extrava- 
gance in construction, but is mentioned as a 
reminder that reductions in first cost may be 


’ the reverse of economy if they tend to increase 


costs of operation or maintenance or to impair 
efficiency.” 

The observations of the Departmental Com- 
mittee regarding the fallacies associated with 
the application of a ‘‘ cost per bed ”? compari- 
son to hospital works, the requirements and 
conditions of which may differ widely, are 
well founded. The over-all cost per bed has, 
however, importance from a financial ‘stand- 
point, and cannot be left out of account. It 
represents the total capital expenditure in- 
curred in providing accommodation to deal 
with one sick person, and there are ways in 
which expense can be increased or decreased 
without affecting the restoration to health of 
the sick. : 

Site and General Lay-out.—The much de- 
bated question of ‘‘ high versus low buildings ”’ 
in hospitals is dealt with from the point of 
view of building costs only, and a table is 
included in the Departmental Committee’s 
report showing the variation in cost which 
results from building a hospital containing a 
fixed number of beds in a varying number of 


Storeys. Although the figures would not be 


applicable in every case they have been pre- 
pared with great care and are of considerable 
importance. They show that, contrary to 
general belief, variation in height has no very 
considerable effect upon the cost of building. 
The cost of an eight-storey building is only 
7 per cent. more than that of a four-storey 
building (the cheapest of all) containing the 
same normal accommodation. 

Standard Accommodation of Wards.— 

ere 1s general agreement that a sister can- 
% efficiently supervise a larger unit than one 
of 30 beds. The division of a hospital into 
sections of that size is, in our opinion, the 
ps satisfactory and economical that can be 
Pras here is a marked movement in 
‘merica and on the Continent towards small 
wards with as few as six beds. In_ this 


country, although the open ward containing 
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30 or more beds is no longer approved, there 
is no great tendency to divide all the accom- 
modation into small wards; sixteen beds “is 
usually considered not too many to provide a 
proper standard of comfort for the patients. 
Natural cross ventilation is more valued in 
this country than abroad, and it cannot be 
completely secured in a series of small wards. 


In certain ward blocks which the Council is 
erecting, the system of dividing a long ward 
by. complete cross partitions, mainly of glass, 
into units of about 14 beds, has been adopted 
with success. In other cases, by partial par- 
titions, the wards have been divided into 
eight-bedded bays, while maternity units have 
been completely partitioned into four-bedded 
wards, the prevention of the spread of infec- 
tion being considered of greater importance 
than the provision of full cross ventilation. 
All these types of ward ‘are in occupation and 
are satisfactory. No one is pre-eminently 
superior to the others. 


Arrangement of Beds in Wards.—Wards 
have been built in this country in which the 
beds are arranged parallel to instead of at 
right-angles to the sides of the ward. These 
are highly praised by some who work in them, 
whilst others speak more doubtfully. Patients 
are seldom in a position to form a judgment in 
the matter. the superiority of veranda 
wards, as they are called, has not been suffi- 
ciently established to justify their adoption 
as the one desirable type, but it might be 
worth while for the Council, as an experiment, 
to build a ward block in this manner. It 
would be longer and narrower than where 
the normal plan is followed, and hitherto, so 
far as the Council’s hospitals are concerned, 
the available sites have not provided sufficient 
length for the purpose. In favour of a longitu- 
dinal disposition of beds the Departmental Com- 
mittee suggest that it permits of greater free- 
dom in window treatment than is possible with 
the more usual transverse arrangement, but 

oint out that an increase in window surface 
increases the cost of heating. 


The effect of the size of windows on initial 
cost of heating apparatus needs to be empha- 
sised, and its still greater effect upon the 
annual cost of fuel consumed for heating the 
wards. These costs are dependent upon the 
cubic capacity and glass surface for each bed 
in the ward and the ventilation possible. 


Standard Dimensions of Wards.—The con- 
clusions with regard to ward dimensions are 
almost identical with those arrived at by the 
Council in 1935. They confirm the need for 
width in wards by recommending 25 feet as a 
minimum and 26 feet as a maximum. The 
Council decided upon 26 feet. As regards 
height, the Committee’s recommendation is— 
11 feet up to 64 feet of length, and 12 feet 
when the length is greater. The Council’s 
limit for a ward 11 feet high was 50 feet. 
The variation will rarely raise any question. 
since an undivided ward 64 feet in length will 
seldom, if ever, be constructed. 


The Departmental Committee point out how 
slight is the effect of variations in dimensions 


‘of wards upon the cost of construction, par- 


ticularly as regards length and width. They 
emphasise the value of ward balconies, and 
the undesirability of placing them at the side 
of the usual long ward. In that position they 
obstruct the entrance of air and light to the 
ward to which they are attached and, if built 
on more than one storey, they interfere with 
the admission of light to the ward below. 


Methods of Construction and Finish.— 
With the Departmental Committee’s statement 
that ‘‘ While there are some useful alterna- 
tives to traditional methods of construction, 
there is no new material or method of general 
application that is likely to lead to a substan- 
tial saving in cost, and careful designing with 
due regard to economy. in material and avoid- 


ance of elaborate architectural detail offers. 


the best means of reducing cost,’’ the Hospital 
and Medical Services Committee are in accord 
with the view expressed. . 


Construction of Internal and External 
Walls.—The Departmental Committee consider 
that beyond six storeys the advantage as re- 
gards cost is with frame and panel construc- 
tion, but that a case for steel frame construc- 
tion may well arise before that height is 
reached. Each case should be considered on 
its merits. In order to facilitate rearrange- 
ments of- accommodation, the Departmental 
Committee suggest that internal walls should 
be built as partitions rather than as structural 
or weight-carrying walls. This is the normal 

ractice in the construction of the Council’s 
hospitala. Among the materials suggested 
for these partitions are hollow burnt clay 
blocks, but, owing to the large area damaged 
when it’ is necessary to cut into a partition 
made of such blocks, difficulty may arise in 
connection with alterations affecting part only 
of a partition. Other available materials have 
not ‘this disadvantage. ; 

Flat Roofs.—In the Council’s buildings it 
has been found advantageous in some cases 
to provide flat roofs, particularly where use - 
can be made of them on congested sites. The 
practice is to consider each case on its merits. 


CARDIFF CIVIC SOCIETY 


ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING. 


Speaxine on “ The Growth of Public Taste ” 
at the annnal general meeting of this Society, 
held in Cardiff on October 29, Mr. J. E. 
Barton (headmaster of the Bristol Grammar 
School) said that the task of our time was to 
recover the lost unity and order, under vastly 
changed conditions and with all sorts of new 
requirements and materials. The ali-too- 
familiar slogan, ‘‘ Art is art and business is 
business,’’ was gradually being confuted, It 
was symbolic that the Cambridge Library and 
the Battersea Power House had been designed 
hy one architect. Nobody pretended that a 
genuine new style had been completely born, 
but intelligent minds everywhere were feeling 
their way towards it. Style was only another 
name for clear and masterly expression, and 
in all ages followed the same laws. It came 
into being when some big aspiration was 
shared by a whole people, who were able to 
embody it in visible form by a sincere use 
of their own materials and a courageous engi- 
neering logic. Such had been the secret of the 
stupendous Gothic outburst, and only on simi- 
lar lines could living beauty prevail once more 
in the man-made world. : 

Mr. J. F. Rees (Principal of the Technical 
College, Cardiff) said that in the Cardiff rural 
district the panel scheme for the control of

MANCHESTER SOCIETY OF ARCHITECTS. 
Presidential Address. 


“The Architect’s Part in Contemporary - 


Life’’ was the title of. the _ presidential 
address given by Mr. W. A. Johnson, 
F.R.1.B.A., to the Manchester Society of 
Architects. 

“‘Every great period of intense mental 
activity,”’. commenced the President, ‘‘ has 
been characterised by a common will ex- 
pressed in the kind and quality of its civili- 
sation, as though each individual uncon- 
sciously shared the inner conviction that he 
was a part of a universal cultural movement. 
This is most clearly revealed in architecture, 
which, by reason of its intimate relation to 
the everyday life of every one of us, responds 
to and reflects every change in social 
organisation. To-day, a new social synthesis 
is struggling for birth, and for expression 
through architecture as the universal vehicle 
for the expression of. cultural changes. 

“The most significant indications of social 
change are the widening basis of the diffu- 
sion of real wealth, the gradual elimination 
of the individual patron, the growth of large 
corporate organisations, whether industrial, 
trading, financial, social, or concerned with 
public administration, the aggregations of 
population, the mechanisation of industry, 
and the consequent release of energy now 
dissipated so largely. in mass amusements, 
the direct intervention of the state in the 
material environment of its citizens as in 
housing, education, town planning, transport ; 
the public pre-occupation with health and 
physical well-being, andthe pressure of the 
urge, shared by most ranks of society, for a 
fuller and more generous measure of life. 

“‘ Most of our buildings will therefore be 
of a communal character, concerned with 
employment in its several forms of produc- 
tion, administration and distribution, with 
mass housing, with transport, with ‘entertain- 
ment, or with the many aspects of state or 
municipal administration. In short, ‘build- 
ings of utility.” 

_The architect’s primary function, con- 
tinued the speaker, was to plan—that was, 
to arrange—the component parts of a build- 
ing in the most effective order, not merely 
on paper but in concrete reality, and making 
use of all the structural freedoms modern 
constructional science’ had achieved. The 
empirical rule-of-thumb methods of tradi- 
tional building, which might perhaps be left 
safely to the executive builder,. were no 
longer adequate for present-day building 
problems, and had been abandoned in favour 
of the exactly calculated and nicely adjusted 
methods of structural steelwork and rein- 
forced concrete. The approach was scientific 
and exact, calculated down to the last rivet, 
and it was no exaggeration to say that the 
personal safety of the occupants of our large 
buildings depended on the skill and care with 
which it was done. ‘‘ This development of 
building science has enabled the architect- 
‘ constructor to achieve new freedom in wider 
spans and increased spaciousness. The prin- 
ciples of the cantilever are being examined 
and exploited, so that it now becomes 
possible. to have walls of glass, and for the 
structure to float, as it were, in the -air, 
without apparent support, achieving a new 
elegance—the elegance of apparent fragility. 
This is not trickery, or even misavplied 
cleverness, but the direct application of struc- 
tural skill in the solution of important prac- 
tical problems. 

“But this is not all. ‘The architect’s 
knowledge must extend to and cover all the 
trades and crafts whose technical skill may 
be exercised in the building project on which 
he is engaged. The.modern system of tenders 
and contracts demands that not only shall 
the general disposition of the building be 
known beforehand, but also its detailed form, 


the nature and amount of the materials to be 
used, and the character of the workmanship ; 
consequently these must all be delineated by 
the architect in his detailed drawings or 





accurately described in his specifications. 
The architect may not be able to lay a brick, 
but he must know how. He must know 
whether the mortar is of a proper consistency 
and composed of sound and appropriate 
materials. He must understand the working 
of stone, of timber, of metals. 

** Because an architect ‘draws plans,’ i.e., 
thinks out things beforehand, he is some- 
times derided as a theorist, in favour of the 
so-called practical man. Disraeli surely dis- 
posed of this person for ever when he de- 
scribed him as ‘a person who practises the 
blunders of his predecessors.” Progress is 
not achieved by unthinkingly performing the 
same action over and over again.’ ”’ 

The architect also, declared the President, 
had a very serious responsibility for the 
skilled administration of his client’s money. 
When one selected an architect one selected 
somebody, not merely to design, but to spend 
money for one. He was in the position of a 
skilled trustee, the first part of whose duties 
was to lay out the capital involved to the 
best advantage, and the second strictly to 
account for its disbursement. The success 
with which the first part was met was the 
measure of his ability as a planner and con- 
structor. Skilled planning was not simply 
the solution of the problem of arranging the 
parts of a building in the most convenient 
order for use and occupation, but to do so 
with an expenditure commensurate with its 
character, or the financial return to be ex- 
pected. Similarly, there was no great skill 
in solving a constructional problem regard- 
less of cost, but a very high order of skill 
in doing so in a rational economic ratio. 

In conelusion, the President said: ‘‘I 
have said little about the intangible spirit in 
building we designate by the term ‘beauty,’ 
by which architecture is transformed from a 
‘useful’ to a ‘fine’ art. On such matters 
the architect should think deeply, but, per- 
haps, speak little. It is not a question of 
adding something, but of extracting all the 
latent beauty within the scope of the project. 
It is not a question of styles, but of ‘ style,’ 
which has been defined as the quality in a 
building of being magnificently itself. Such 
a quality should arise out of the inner 
nature of the project, and the materials and 
methods used in its construction under the 
warmth of the architect’s constructive imagi- 
nation, and not imposed from without as a 
superficial adornment. . ... It is not a ques- 
tion of new or old, traditional or modern, 
but of coalition in harmony with cultural and 
economic changes, and although these changes 
have immensely enlarged an architect’s re- 
sponsibilities, already, in themselves, suffici- 
enily engrossing to absorb the greater part of 
his mental activities, they have also, by link- 
ing them to the life of the community, 
ennobled his calling and made him ‘the 
humble but devoted servant of his fellow- 
men.”’ 


INSTITUTION OF STRUCTURAL 
ENGINEERS. 
The Presidential Address. 

Professor J. Husband, delivering the presi- 
dential address to this Institution on Octo- 
ber 28, referred to the increasing centralisation 
of population, which, he said, was again a 
direct sequence to the influences of the engi- 
neering age, and was economically undesir- 
able. The cost of the public services became 
an ever-increasing burden. The provision of 
excellent water supplies and the means for 
disposing of refuse and sewage were two of 
the greatest benefits conferred on humanity 
by engineering science. The development of 
those great branehes of engineering had re- 
ceived its greatest urge from centralisation. 
But over-centralisation had brought about the 
unpleasant congeries of slums, which we were 
belatedly attempting to efface by the magi 
of town-planning and. rehousing. 

“The need for rehousing in all countries,”’ 
declared the speaker, ‘‘ is clamant. The new 
houses are cleaner, better lighted and better 
provided with water supply and sanitary 
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equipment than the condemned dwellin 

which they replace. And there we gto 

Modern engineering methods have made it ia 
sible to erect vast numbers of houses and 
flats at a record speed, with the result tha: 
this, as well as other countries, is rapidly be. 
coming inundated with a type of buildin 
which it is to bé hoped will vanish x 
promptly, in the not far distant future, whey 
the framers of by-laws will have acquired 
a little more vision, architects more ‘inspira. 
tion and builders more rectitude. The an 
of good and sound building is greatly decayed 
It is still possible at an exorbitant price to 
have erected a pleasing and well-built dwell. 
ing, but the number of people who can in. 
dulge in such a luxury is rapidly dwindling, 
For the rest, cheapness and ugliness pervade 
everywhere. 

‘* One cannot mention housing without some 
allusion to architecture. With the introduc. 
tion of multifarious constructional materials 
of the engineering age and the more complex 
study of their properties, it becomes increas. 
ingly difficult to draw any marked line of 
division between engineering and architecture. 
The modern building has become an engineer- 
ing structure, and the principal concern of 
architecture is with the outer clothing of that 
structure. To-day, architecture flaunts no dis. 
tinctive style and its loftiest flights are but 
pale imitations of the glories of the classical 
age. It is a common statement to-day that 
architecture is passing through a transitional 
stage. Actually, it 1s in the throes of the 
struggle to engraft upon the persuasive lines 
of engineering structures a new and accept. 
able integument. Engineering has rendered 
this disservice to architecture, that it has 
strictly limited its freedom of expression. | 

‘*So long as bridges were entirely of the 
masonry type and buildings were constricted 
only of stone, brick and timber, these types 
of construction fell naturally into the pro- 
vince of the architect. To-day, bridges are 
complicated engineering structures, and most 
buildings little less so, and the a of in- 
dustrial buildings, theatres, public halls, large 
blocks of flats, garages, railway stations and 
bridges, with their complex services for heat- 
ing, lighting, ventilation, air-conditioning, 
crane equipment, and acoustics has become 
essentially the work of the structural engineer, 
the services of the architect being only re- 
quired in regard to facial and internal decora- 
tion where these are needed. The general pub- 
lic realises and appreciates very slightly, if at 
all, the extent to which its comfort, well-being 
and safety are due to the professional ser 
vices of the structural engineer.”’

Lecture on Recent Italian Architecture.

Architecture and Town Planning in Italy. 

Mr. W. Dougill, who has spent a consider- 
able amount of time in recent years in Italy, 
showed illustrations and gave descriptions of 
a number of important buildings erected 
recently in Italy, explaining the reasons 
which are behind the varying qualities of 
the work exhibited. 

He then gave a very clear idea of the 
remarkable Italian achievement in town 
planning, emphasising the manner in which 
the size of towns is being limited, ope? 
spaces protected, and provision made on : 
remarkable scale for outdoor sports, etc. By 
means of many illustrations he also eee 
that Italian town planning is being base 
on comprehensive town plans, which ot 
been arrived at after making very thoroug 
civic surveys. :

te Pipes from Baths, etc. 

Ter iaw 106 requires that a bath, sink (not 
being a slop sink (defined in By-law 1) ), bidet 
or lavatory basin, as well as any pipe for 
carrying off dirty water, must (a) not so 
cakes as to cause dampness in a wall or 
foundation of a building; (0) when it dis- 
charges to a drain (other than by a soil pipe 
from a water closet or a waste pipe from a 
slop sink) be disconnected from the drain by a 
trap gully and grating. The grating is to 
be al the level of the water in the trap; 
(c) where the waste pipe is required to be 
more than 6 ft. in Jongh be trapped in its 
length; (d) when it ischarges into a soil 
pipe of a water closet, or the waste pipe from 
a slop sink, be trapped. 

The objects of this by-law are (1) to _pre- 
vent the passage of bad air from a drain 
entering a building, and (2) to ensure a break 
in the continuity of air in the waste pipe and 


ahs by-law does not prohibit an inlet to a 
drain being within a building. 


Overflow Pipes. 

By-law 107 requires that all overflow pipes 
from water cisterns must be placed in a con- 
spicuous place, be exposed, and discharge 
in such a manner as not to cause dampness 
in any part of a building. This also prevents 
waste of water going on unperceived, as well 
as preventing the increase of the discharge 
into the drains and consequent greater diffi- 
ase of treatment at the sewage disposal 
works. 

A footnote to this by-law calls attention to 
the fact that in some districts more exacting 


requirements are contained in by-laws for the - 


prevention of waste and contamination of 
water. It is suggested therefore that in such 
places the particular local authority might 
print a note in connection with this by-law 
(107) calling attention to the other by-laws 


Private Sewers. 

By Section 20 of the Public Health Act, 
1936, all sewers which, in general, are vested 
in a local authority are ‘‘ public sewers,’’ and 
by Section 343 of the Act, a ‘‘ private sewer ”’ 
means a sewer which is not a public sewer. 

By-law 108 requires that a private sewer 
(not being a sewer for the sewerage of a new 
street or a sewer used solely for the convey- 
ance of trade effluent) must comply with the 
following requirements :— 

(1) The provisions of by-law 97 as to the 
materials and construction of drains (see 
Article XVI.), except that (a) the pipe must 
be 6 in. in diameter instead of 4 in. (the 
sectional area of a 4-in. pipe (viz., 12.56 in. 
super) is less than half that of a 6-in. pipe 
(viz., 28.27 in. super), hence the requirement 
of the larger size; (b) if constructed of 
cortosible material, it must be protected for 
the whole length, both inside and out, against 
corrosion; (c) the provision that every inlet 
to a drain provided for the ventilation of the 
drain should be properly trapped is not to 
apply in this instance. 

(2) If the private sewer is over 30 in. in 
diameter it must be laid in a straight line or 
Series of straight lines. 

(3) At every change of direction or gradient 
a manhole is to be provided. But if the 
diameter of the sewer is over 30 in., man- 
holes need only be at intervals of 300 ft. 

(4) Manholes are to be of a size to allow 
access to the sewer for rodding of brick or 
concrete carried up to ground level, from its 
base, and with a proper iron cover. It is to be 

wilt so as to exclude all subsoil water. 

(5) Inverts to manholes to be formed with 
proper channels and bendings. 


Communications Between Drains and Sewers 
and Between Sewers. 
Under the Public Health Act, 1875 (S. 21), 
an owner, on connecting his drain with a sewer, 
Was required to comply with the ‘“‘ regula- 
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tions ’’ of the local authority. Now, under 
Section 34 of the Public Health Act, 1936, 
connections of drains with sewers are to be 
controlled by the authority’s by-laws. | 

By-law 109 requires that a connection 
between a drain and a private or public sewer 
(see above) must be made obliquely and in 
the direction of the flow of the sewer. The 
connection should be made at an existing 
junction in the sewer, the sewer being properly 
rejointed and made watertight. In the case 
where the connection between a private sewer 
and a public sewer or between two private 
sewers is not made at a manhole, then a man- 
hole must be built upon the private sewer 
itself and within 40 ft. of the public sewer or 
the private sewer to which it is connected. 
The manhole must comply with the require- 
ments as to manholes (see by-law 108 above). 

The object of this by-law is to avoid right- 
angled connections or junctions. The connec- 
tions as above should be made so as to deliver 
the contents of the drain at the side of, and 
in the direction of the flow of, the pipe into 
which it discharges, :

A. H. L. Mackinnon, F.R.1.B.A. 

We regret to record the death of Mr. 
Arthur H. L. Mackinnon, in Aberdeen, at 
the age of 67. A son of the late Mr. Lachlan 
Mackinnon, who a generation ago was one 
of the leading architects in Aberdeen, he 
received his early training as an architect 
under the late Mr. A. Marshall Mackenzie. 
Subsequently he spent a few years in London 
and returned to Aberdeen in 1894. Mr. 
Mackinnon was elected Associate of the Royal 
Tnstitute of British Architects in 1894, and 
became a Fellow in 1932. He was President 
of the Aberdeen Society of Architects in 
1914-15 and again in 1931-32. While holding 
that: office in 1931 he was a member of the 
council of the Royal Scottish Institute of 
Architects and vice-president of the Royal 
Incorporation of Architects in Scotland. 

Mr. Mackinnon planned a large number of 
buildings in North-east Scotland, including

LAW REPORT 


OrrictaL Rererges’ Court. 
Before Mr. C. M. Prrman, K.C. 


ACTION BY AND AGAINST BUILDER. 
Jones v. Temple. 


In this case Mr. Llewellyn Lewis James 
Jones, a builder trading as L. Jones and Son, 
of Riverhead, Sevenoaks, Kent, brought the 
action against the defendant, Mr. William 
Temple, of Pilgrim-street, Newcastle-on-Tyne, 
to recover the sum of £543, balance of the 
price of work and labour done and materials 
supplied in the building of two houses for the 
defendant in 1934 on the Salter Hay Estate, 
Carter’s Hill, Sevenoaks. 

The defendant admitted the claim; but 
alleged that the houses, which were erected 
on the side of a hill, were so bagly built that 
one of them had been shored up and was in 
danger of collapse, and he counter-claimed for 
£5,039 damages, including £2,000 for loss 
caused to him by delay in the. development 
of the estate. 


In reply to this the plaintiff pleaded that 
the whole of the trouble which had occurred 
was due to a movement of the ground on 
which the houses were erected. 


Mr. Millar, K.C., and Mr. Howard appeared 
for the plaintiff; and Mr. Robert Fortune for 
the defendant. 


_ The sole question for decision was the 
issue raised on the counter-claim. 


Mr. Fortune said the defendant purchased 
the estate in 1934 and decided to build thereon 
26 houses of a good class. He employed the 
plaintiffs without an architect, and entered 
into a contract with them for the erection of 
the first two houses at £1,575 and £1,450 re- 
spectively. It appeared that the foundations 
were not proper, and in less than a year after 
being erected the houses began to show serious 
cracks. One had to be shored up and would 
have to be rebuilt. All this had a bad effect 
upon the development of the estate. 


Evidence having been given by Mr. Temple 
and Mr. J. Little, F.R.I.B.A., in support of 
the allegations raised in the counterclaim, 
Mr. Llewellyn L. J. Jones, the head of the 
plaintiff firm, gave evidence that the founda- 
tions were properly formed and that the whole 
of the trouble was due to a general movement 
of the ground on that side of the hill since 
the houses were built. The allegation made 
by the defendant in his counterclaim as to 
the cost of rebuilding the defective house was 
too high, and he would be willing to do it for 
£1,000. 

Cross-examined, he denied that he was re- 
sponsible for the layout of the estate, and said 
that Mr. Temple told him what he wanted 
to have done. He denied that some of the 
foundations only went down 9 inches. If a 
house was put on insufficient foundations 
trouble would be likely to happen at once. 
There was a liability in the case of even a 
well-built house of a slight settlement. 


Mr. Fortune suggested to the witness that 
these things could never have happened if 
there had been any proper supervision of the 
work, to which Mr. Jones replied that they 
could have beppened in the circumstances, 
even if there had been a proper working fore- 
man on the job. 


Cross-examination continued. 


His estimate for pulling down the house was 
£100, and £900 for rebuilding it. 


Mr. Charles John Cable, F.R.I.B.A., gave 
evidence that he had practised for 15 years in 
Sevenoaks, and in March, 1936, first inspected 
the work in question and had done so on many 
subsequent occasions, and he had come to 
the conclusion that the trouble which had 
arisen was due to the sub-soil under the house 
moving downhill. He could not account for 
the movement of the subsoil, but there were 
signs of the ‘“‘ upcast movement” of the 
clay in the neighbouring fields. He meant by 
‘* upcast movement ”’ a glacier-like movement 
of the clay. These movements had appeared 
during the last 18 months, and were’ going 
on now. He’had been to the site that morn- 








ing and examined the excavation on the south 

side and found that the footings were on solid 
clay. Mr. Jones had gone down. quite far 
enough to get to the solid clay. He thought 
that Mr. Jones had complied with the contract 
conditions in putting the concrete on solid 
foundations. He did not think it was possible 
for the house to go as it had done had the 
foundations been bad. 

Other evidence having been given, and 
counsel having addressed the Referee on be- 
half of their respective clients, it was 
arranged that the Referee should have a view 
of the locus in quo before giving judgment. 

In delivering judgment, the Official 
Referee said the defendant intended to 
develop the land at Carter’s Hill as a build- 
ing estate, and had entered into a contract 
with the plaintiff to erect two houses, 
** Windens ”* and ‘‘ Rock Robin.’”’ The claim 
by the plaintiff was admitted subject to the 
Scaamhanihiion, The two houses were to be 
erected in accordance with certain specifica- 
tions and drawings. The whole contract 
centred around the alleged breach of the 
terms of the specifications relating to 
‘* Windens”’ and the specifications as to 
** Rock Robin.”? With regard to ‘“‘ Windens,”’ 
it was common ground that serious cracks 
had appeared and it had tilted or twisted and 
was\in imminent danger of collapse, and the 
only remedy was to pull it down and rebuild 
it. The defendant’s case was that the trenches 
for the foundations were not dug to a 
sufficient depth to give a solid bottom and 
that the damage was due to the shallowness 
of the foundations. The plaintiff, on- the 
other hand, said he had obtained a 
solid bottom and that it was adequate, and 
that the disaster was due to a landslide or 
the sliding of the hill. 

The question on that issue was one of fact 
as to which of the two versions he (the 
Referee) believed. He had had the assistance 
of skilled persons on either side, and, at the 
request of both parties, he had inspected 
the houses.. The view was ey helpful, as it 
enabled him to sea many of the things that 
had been pointed out during the hearing. 
The house ‘“‘ Windens ’’ had cost £1,575 and 
the plaintiff said it only gave him a gross 
profit of £100. No architect had been 
employed, and he thought it was indiscreet of 
the parties not to have had the services of 
an architect. The employment of an 
independent man would have assured that the 
foundations were put in beyond all dispute 
and would have protected the builder. The 
site was on a slope. The plaintiff employed 
no foreman, but had visited the building twice 
a day. When he was not there the matter 
was left in the hands of labourers. The case 
for the defendant was that, although the 
foundations at the back of the house were 
dug in the solid ground, those in the front 
were only just below the ground and 
insufficient for a solid bottom. The result 
was that the whole house was twisting and 
resented a remarkable appearance, and had 
it not been shored up’it would have collapsed. 
He had heard the evidence of several archi- 
tects—Mr. Apps, Mr. Little and Mr. Cable— 
and he had not the slightest hesitation in 
coming to the conclusion that the disaster was 
cameed by the fact that the front foundations 
were not dug to a sufficient depth to obtain a. 
solid bottom. The story that there was a 
landslip was an ingenious one, which he could 
not accept. Under these circumstances, the 
plaintiff, Mr. Jones, was liable to pay 
damages to the extent of pulling down and 
rebuilding ‘‘ Windens,’’ and the amount he 
assessed for that purpose was £2,400. With 
regard to ‘‘ Rock Robin,”’ he could find no 
fault with the foundations of that house; but 
there were certain deviations from the speci- 
fications, and he allowed Mr. Temple, the 
defendant, £52 16s. 11d. in respect of these. 
The defendant would have 4 per cent. on his 
money from the-time of the completion of. the 
house ‘‘ Windens”’ in October, 1934. The 
plaintiff was entitled to £543, This amount 
would be deducted from the amount he had 
awarded to Mr. Temple, which would result 
in judgment for him for £1,909, with costs, 
plus the interest he had mentioned. 


‘Judgment was entered accordingly. 
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IN PARLIAMENT © 


Steel for Building. 

Mr. Kennepy asked the President of the 
Board of Trade if he was aware that there 
is a serious shortage of steel required by 
local authorities for building and other pub- 
lic purposes; that the shortage was due to 
instructions given to she ae to give pref- 
erence in the matter of supply to Government 
orders, direct and indirect; that this policy 
was affecting the work of local authorities 
and aggravating the problem of unemploy- 
ment; and if he could indicate any prospect 
of an early relaxation of the present instruc- 
tions. 

Caprain Wattace said that in July last the 
British Iron and Stee] Federation set up a 
special committee which, in collaboration 
with the Departments concerned, arranged 
for the necessary supplies of steel to be made 
available for the defence programme. There 
had been some shortage of supplies of struc- 
tural steel for other purposes, but every 
effort was being made to ‘satisfy the demand 
of consumers with the minimum delay. 


Rural Housing. 

Mr. Guest asked the Minister of Health 
whether his attention had been called to the 
increasing tendency on the part of local 
authorities to condemn rural cottages without 
providing adequate opvortunity for their 
repair and to replace them with cottages let- 
ting at rents beyond the means of agricul- 
tural workers; and whether he would review 
the present procedure with a view to its 
amendment at the earliest opportunity. 

Sm K. Woop said that a local authority 
who proposed to order the demolition of a 
house as unfit for human habitation was re- 
quired by statute to afford the owner an 
opportunity of putting forward his proposals 
for rendering the house fit, and if these pro- 
posals were not accepted the owner had a 
right of appeal to the county court. He was 
not aware of any failure on the part of local 
authorities to afford this opportunity. 


Mr. Pirxinaton asked the Minister of. 


Health by what date he hoped to complete 
his rehousing scheme in connection with slum 
clearance. 

Smr K. Woop said that the original pro- 
gramme submitted by local authorities 
under the slum-clearance campaign in- 
volved the erection of some 290,000 houses, 
and at the present rate of progress this 
number of houses would be completed within 
the next two years. The programme had 
been and was Seine considerably extended, 
and he could not, therefore. at the present 
time suggest a date for the completion of 
the whole of the work to be done. 


Preservation of Amenities. 

Captain Conant asked the Minister of 
Health whether the investigation he was 
making into his powers for preserving ameni- 
ties was completed; and whether he proposed 
to introduce legislation during this session. 

Sir K. Woop said that preliminary inves- 
tigations had been completed in the Depart- 
ment, and he was proposing now to take the 
views of the Advisory Committee. 


Quinquennial Valuation. 

Mr. Emery asked the Minister of Health 
if he was aware that a memorandum had 
been sent to local authorities in connection 
with the quinquennial valuation stating inter 
alia that where increased assessments were 
suggested by the Central Valuation Commit- 
tee these must be accepted, otherwise the 
committee would act independently; and 
would he communicate to the House the full 
terms of the memorandum. 

Sm K. Woop said he was aware of the 
issue of the Memorandum which was recently 
issued by the Central Valuation Committee 
established under Section 57 of the Rating 
and Valuation Act, 1925, and would place a 
copy in the Library. The Committee had 
no power themselves to make assessments, 
and the Memorandum was directed to general 
principles. .

Mn. Suinweut asked the Minister of Health

Local Authorities’ Contracts. 

Mr. Jenkins asked the Minister of Health 
whether any local authorities were now ex. 
periencing difficulties in obtaining firm 
tenders for the building of schools, hospitals 
and other institutions; whether his depart- 
ment had, in consequence, sanctioned any 
additional payments above the tender price in 
order to prevail upon contractors to under- 
take the risk of rising prices and an increase 
in wages; and would he state the number of 
such cases sanctioned to date, if any. 

Str K. Woop said he was not aware of any 
substantial number of cases. in which firm 
tenders had not been obtainable for these 
purposes. In eight cases where the contractor 
had tendered on condition that clauses were 
included in the contract providing for a 
variation of the tender price in the event of 
changes in wages or in the price of materials 
he had agreed to a small increase in the 
tender price for a firm tender. In a few cases 
contracts had been accepted in which varia- 
tion clauses limited to particular subject 
matters were included. : 


Rent Restriction. 

Mr. Emery asked the Minister of Health 
whether he was in a position to make a state- 
ment as to the continuance or otherwise of 
the Rent Restriction Act on the expiration 
of the. present Act. : 

Sm K. Woop said he expected to receive 
shortly the report of the Rent Restriction 
Acts Committee, who were investigating the 
whole question. 

Scottish Housing. 

Mr. T. Henperson asked the Secretary of 
State for Scotland if he could give any figures 
showing the movement in the cost of. building 
working-class houses in Scotland since the 
summer; and whether there was an increase 
or a decrease compared with the same period 
last year in the number of houses approved 
for construction with the aid of a State grant. 

Mr. Exuior said that the average cost per 
house of all the houses for which tenders were 
approved by the Department of Health in the 
third quarter of 1937 exceeded the cost in the 
second quarter of 1937 by £16. The number 
of houses approved for construction Wi 
State assistance in the third quarter of 1 
was 3,549, as against 9,647 for the correspond- 
ing quarter of last year.

Damp Walls. 

Sir,—About six months ago we completed, 
as a private speculation, a small block of 
flats, in which we used the best building 
materials, the building being carried out’ in 
the best possible manner. e are now re- 
ceiving complaints from our tenants that the 
damp is coming through the walls, which, 
besides spoiling the paper, is very unsightly, 
and may perhaps prove unhealthy. The 
walls of the building were carried out in 
Fletton bricks inside, and three sides in stock 
bricks and one side in red facings, 

We are wondering whether you could 
give us any advice as to what could be done 
to obviate the damp penetrating through the 
brickwork and plaster, for it is most mys- 
terious to us, in view of the fact that we had 
good weather this summer, and also that the 
walls externally are quite dry. J. B. 

[Our correspondent does not state the thick- 
ness and nature of the walls. A brick wall 
one-brick thick faced with stocks or sand- 
facings would not resist driving weather, and 
even walls 1}-brick thick, unless thoroughly 


.. flushed up and grouted in cement, might show 


penetration in heavy rains. Our correspon- 
dent, however, does state that the building 
is only about six months old and that the 
walls have been papered and externally are 
quite dry. . This information suggests that 
the trouble is not external but that the new 
plaster is acting on the wallpaper on account 
ef free alkali. If this is the case, it is a 
temporary defect and should not recur when 
the plaster becomes inert.—Ep. ] 


Concrete Pathway: Cure for “‘ Patchiness.”’ 

Smr,—We have recently laid a concrete 
pathway, the required finish of which was 
ike rough-cast work, only smooth enough 
for a path. Our mix was three parts pea 
shingle to one part of cement, and was 
laid like granolithic paving. After cleaning 
off we found it was patchy, the neat cement 
having worked to the surface in patches. We 
greatly improved this by cleaning off with 
spirits of salts, but. this does not seem strong 
enough to get rid of all the cement. Can 
you advise any treatment that will bring off 
this superfluous cement ?—S. S. 


Apportionment of Road Charges. ; 
Str,—On page 795 of the issue of Zhe 
Builder for October 29, under Law Reports 
—Smith v. the Birkenhead Corporation—the 
Lord Chief Justice is quoted as having said : 
The notice of apportionment should contain 
the amount charged against the respective 
premises, and whether it was made according 
to frontage or not.”’ 
1s prompts me to ask if you are able to 
tell me what methods of apportionment other 
than by frontage are adopted by the various 
corporations and local councils in connection 
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with road: charges. I would very much 
appreciate any information you can give me 
on this point. F. G 

[The Lord Chief Justice must have had in 
mind the provisions of section 10 of the 
Private Street Works Act, 1892, which is to 
the effect that the expenses of private street 
works shall be apportioned according to the 
frontage of the respective premises; but the 
local authority concerned may, in addition, 
resolve that in settling the apportionment 
regard shall be had to the following con- 
siderations :— 


(a) The greater or less degree of benefit to 
' be derived by any premises from such 
works ; 
(6) The amount and value of any work 
already done by the owners or occupiers 
of any such premises. 


The local authority can also. include any 
premises. which do not front, adjoin, or abut 
on the street or part of:a street, but access 
to which is obtained from the street through 
a court, passage, or otherwise, and which in 
their opinion will be benefited by the. works, 
and may fix the proportion to be charged 
against such premises accordingly.—Ep. }

Leaky Leaded Lights. 
[ANSWERS TO .‘‘ BoURNEMOUTH BvILDER,”’ 
NovemsBer. 5.] 


Smr,—It is rather difficult to state defi- 
nitely the actual cause of the existing 
trouble without a personal inspection or addi- 
tional particulars, as a leaded light properly 
made is quite certainly waterproof. Defects 
usually occur in leaded lights only when 
they are insufficiently sagen, or, of course, 
where casements are left swinging’ without a 
proper casement stay. However, the follow- 
ing practical notes on the successful repair 
of leaky leaded lights in a large school build- 
ing may prove useful to your correspondent. 
When complaint of leakage was made, the 
repair was commenced by working a. thin 
putty into both faces of the cames with a 
broad knife. Ordinary putty stained a dark- 
grey colour and thinned with boiled linseed 
oil was. used, although some workers use 
manganese dioxide and boiled oil. The first- 
named putty is perfectly satisfactory. <A 
little gold size tends to harden the putty, 
but too much will make it brittle and very 
hard. Where the leaded lights were in a 
bad condition the leads were eased away 
from the glass with an old table knife, the 


putty. worked in, and when thoroughly filled - 


the leads were carefully dressed back against 
the glass with a tooth-brush handle suitably 
filed to shape. The surplus putty was then 
removed and the glass cleaned. with methy- 
lated spirit. Where the leaded lights were 
adequately stayed this treatment effected a 
permanent repair job. If a whole leaded 
light is flabby and loose, re-soldering of the 
crossings or even replacement of the cames 
may be necessary, because no putty can suc- 
cessfully hold a loose and partially’ perished 
light. Ae. d. TS Es 
Srr,—I would suggest that your correspon- 
dent has the leaded lights in question pro- 
perly ‘‘serviced’’ by a specialist firm, as this 
form of glazing should be watertight if 
properly fitted and undamaged. Gtazine. 


Wet Wall: Remedy Wanted. 
[Answers to ‘‘ Anxious CoMPANY,”’ 
NovEMBER 5. ] 

Sm,—Probably the best way of dealing 
with this defect would be to render the out- 
side surface in waterproofed cement, care- 
fully executed, and the surface dragged with 
a comb. There is no brick or mortar which 
can be regarded as water-resisting against 
driving weather when of Qin. solid con- 
struction. READER. 

Srmr,—The most probable cause of the 
dampness is the wall being exposed to the 
driving rain, and when this has the force of 
the wind behind it, it is very penetrating. 
South-west walls are also very exposed to 
the sun; this to some extent tends to dry 








it, but in doing so it is liable to cause~ cracks 
in the mortar joints. The joints should be 
kept pointed, this being looked to annually. 
The moisture may only be entering at a few 
local points, and the body of. the brickwork 
may be dry, but when moisture can penetrate 
to the interior plaster it will make a whole 
wall wet. Porosity can largely ‘be prevented 
by waterproofing compounds. It is useless, 


however, to apply these externally while the 
wall is wet, but they can be used internally, 
which will reduce the trouble, external 


applications being made during the summer 
months. The trouble may also be due to 
improper guttering and drain-pipes. These 
may originally have been correct, but clog- 
ging or settlement may have altered this, 
with the result that rain-water can stream 
down the walls. W: E. W.

knowledge to know what he really requires 
and what will also suit his architect. 

The question of the contractor forcing the 
clerk of works to have the timber sorted in 
my opinion does not arise. 

The fact that it is seconds makes for argu- 
ment on both sides, and one can. only use 
reasonable discretion in accepting the. timber.

The Bovis Club Dance. 

A gathering of 170 persons, consisting of 
the Bovis staff and their friends, had an en- 
joyable evening at the Small Queen’s Hall, 
Langham-place, on Friday, November 65. 
The dance, which marked the swimming sec- 
tion’s close of season activities, was the first 
of the club’s winter programme of entertain- 
ment. Mr. J. M. Gillham was the M.C., and, 
with his enthusiastic committee, provided an 
evening well worthy of the occasion. The 
music was rendered by Mr. Tommy Hunt and 
his Blue Rhythm Boys. 
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Tue third of the series of lectures at Car- 
ters’ Hall, E.C., was given on Wednesday, 
ovember 3.. It was entitled ‘“‘ Sanitation of 
Domestic Buildings: {a) Urban, (b) Rural.” 
The lecturer was Mr. Henry H. Clay, 
F.R.San.I., Mr. L. Jacob presided. 

Mr. Olay said that to be fit for human 
habitation a dwelling must be dry, it must 
have sufficient provision for natural lighting 
and ventilation, there must be an adequate 
supply of water fit for domestic purposes, and 
there must be suitable sanitary accommodation. 
These four matters were ali included when 
we spoke of the sanitation of buildings. By- 
laws regulating these and other matters to do 
with» building varied up and--down the 
country, but were always framed on a model 
issued by the Ministry of Health. Quite 
recently the law relating to public . health 
had been consolidated and revised, and there 
had been issued a new series of model by- 
laws. Previously there had been three series, 
one for urban districts, another for rural, and 
a third for intermediate; but the new series 
was applicable to all districts. 

As to keeping the building dry, it must 
be remembered that all building materials 
were porous or absorbent, and that build- 
ing sites were rarely dry. The first re- 
quirement of the by-laws related to the 
limitation of the level at which buildings 
might be erected. In London the consent of 
the lbcal authority was required if a building 
was to be taken below Trinity high water 
mark; other local authorities would have 
their own datum lines. After fixing the level 
the next consideration was to guard against 
the disadvantages of made-up earth or earth 
that had been fouled, and after these came 
three things required to protect the building 
against dampness. The first was the insertion 
of a suitable dampcourse, the second was the 
covering of the whole site with concrete—this 
must’ now be spade-finished—and the third 
was ventilation of the space between the con- 
crete and the lowest floor. 

There were model by-laws requiring suffi- 
cient air space about the building. Another 
provision was that in every storey there 
must be windows communicating with the 
outer air—borrowed light was not sufficient. 
In each room the windows must be equal in 
area t6 one-tenth of the floor space, and half 
of each window must be made to open. Pro- 
visions were also made-as to light wells : the 
width of such a we.l must be equal to two- 
thirds of its depth measured from the top 
of the lowest window. In London there was 
a further provision that if the well was 
beyond a certain-depth it must be connected 
at the bottom mith external air. A new 

rovision in the by-laws required the venti- 
ation of larders and cupboards in which food 
was kept, and these windows must be pro- 
vided with fly-proof covers. Another new 
provision made it illegal for a geyser to be 
fixed in a room without a window opening 
into the outer air. 

The Water Supply. : : 

Water supply and sanitary accommodation 
were always closely inter-related, the nature 
of the water supply influencing and often 
dictating the type and nature of the sani- 
tary accommodation that could be provided. 
Conditions differed as between urban and 
rural districts. In rural districts where the 
water was derived on the site, e.g., from a 
well, sewage must be disposed of on the site. 
A conservancy system must be adopted, and 
this was always a potential danger to health, 
because it might lead to the poisoning of the 
water supply, to the contamination of food 
by flies, and to the pollution of the atmo- 
sphere. If the water supply came from a 
well the builder should give great considera- 
tion to the well’s construction. It should be 
made watertight down to 6 ft. from the 


surface, and the top should be __ properly 


paved and drain away from the well. ere 
must be a kerb at the top above ground level. 
The well must be a safe distance fnem such 
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sources of contamination as earth closet, 
privy or cesspool. If rainwater was the sole 
means of supply the tank must contain at 
least fifteen hundred gallons. Whatever its 
size, it must be watertight and properly 
covered. There must be means of access. 
It must be protected against rats and insects. 
It must be ventilated and have a protected 
overflow which must not be connected with 
the drainage system. The provision of such 
an overflow from an underground tank might 
be a difficult problem. The draw-off must be 
from above the bottom. 


Sewerage. 

In an isolated rural district where you 
could not have a water carriage system there 
was nothing better than an earth closet. The 
chemical closet was a modern type: it might 
be merely a container that could be emptied 
by hand, or there might be a large container 
which could remain until full and then, by 
withdrawing a plug, be emptied into a soak- 
away. The by-laws made no reference to the 
chemical closet, but it fell into the provisions 
relating to earth closets and cesspools. 

As the rural district grew, it began to 
require urban amenities. The first of these 
was a public water supply, and this necessi- 
tated a public sewerage system. Other 
necessities. were street cleansing and the 
collection of house refuse; after these came 
gas and electricity. 

With a water supply piped into their 
houses people would use more than when it 
had to be pumped, and the consumption 
might be reckoned at 25 gallons -per head. 
When: water-closets arrived there must be 
either a cesspool or a sewage purification and 
disposal plant. A cesspool was not a means 
of ‘disposing of sewage; it was merely a means 
of retaining it until it was convenient to dis- 
pose of it. It need not be of the old deep 
type; it could be long and shallow. It must 
be watertight. It must be at least 60 ft. 
from a well and 50 from a dwelling-house 
—in London 100 ft. There must be no over- 
flow to a sewer. A cesspool was never 
wanted where there was a sewer, and if there 
was a sewer within 100 ft. of the house it 
was obligatory to connect the drainage 
system with this. 

What was the first thing with which the 
builder was concerned in regard to water 
supply? Under the Act of 1936, when the 
plans were approved by the local authority, 
the latter had to satisfy itself that the house 
would be provided with a proper water sup- 
ply. If the supply was intermittent, the 
builder must be careful, because the pipes were 
alternatively under positive and negative 
pressure. He must not place the pipes in 
any position where they would pass through 
polluted water, because as soon as the nega- 
tive pressure was set up, the surrounding 
polluted water might be drawn into them. 

The communication pipe brought the water 
from the main to the house, the supply pipe 
carried it to the point where it was used; 
the two pipes together constituted the ser- 
vice pipe. If the supply was intermittent, 
there should be a cistern capable of storing 
at least 50 gallons, but in any case the supply 
2 drinking water should be as far as seaaiole 

irect. 


Sanitary fittings were terminals alike to 
the water supply and to the drainage system. 
The line of demarcation was often finely 
drawn, and it was for the man entrusted 
with the fixing of these things to see that 
the public health was safeguarded, 

Coming to the disposal of house refuse, the 
lecturer said that’ in ordinary dwellings the 
problem was a simple one, and the new Act 
made provision for the local authority to 
provide suitable dustbins at a charge of 2s. 6d. 
per annum. But for the problem of removing 
such refuse from flats and block dwellings 
the sanitary dustbin was not a solution. The 
chutes which our forefathers had constructed 


had become a nuisance and been condemned : 
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nevertheless, the properly constructed chute 
was the solution of this problem, It should 
consist of a streamlined pipe made: from 
glazed stoneware or asbestos cement. The 
main chute should be ventilated at top and 
bottom and discharge into a container 
capable of holding one day’s production of 


refuse. The hopper into which refuse was 
thrown should be so constructed that it closed 
the chute immediately the refuse was thrown 
down. 

A system had been introduced into this 
country from France known as the Garchy 
system, by which household refuse was re. 
moved by water carriage, the water being 
afterwards extracted and discharged into a 
sewer, while the solid refuse was burned on 
the site in an ‘incinerator. 

The chairman said the lecturer had said 
that the cesspool should be watertight and 
without overflow. He (the speaker) was in. 
terested to know what happened when half 
a dozen peovle used the bath. A method 
frequently adopted by the builder was that 
after the cesspool had been passed by the 
sanitary inspector, holes were knocked in the 
sides so that water could creep through. As 
to geysers. he had taken his geyser flue 
into that of the scullery copper.

Designed after a careful study of 
flue and atmospheric pressures, this is claimed 
to result in the harnessing of counteractive 
forces and to make possible a high degree 
of efficiency. The pot is also claimed to be 
designed specifically to cure downdraught, 
whilst maintaining a through passage with the 
flue.
